Chicage and Northern Pacific Gives

Beginning tomorrow morning the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific railroad will carry its 


other nearby towns on its lines to Chicago 
tor a straight five-cent fare. 

This is the outcome of the opposition of 
the Ogden Street railway company and the 
Cicero and Proviso railway company, which 
resulted two weeks ago in the repeal by the 
Proviso Town Board of the ordinanca of the 
Chicago and Southwestern railroad, now a 
chattel of the Chicago and Northern Pacific 
road. This is a knockout blow for the op- 
posing roads and at the same time a boon for 
the people on the line. 

The action yas taken at the meeting of the 
Cicero Town Board last night,. The repeal 
of the ordinance was scheduled to come up, 
and all the parties to the fight were present. 
The Chicago and Northern Pacific was rep- 
resented by General Manager Ainslie, and 
the opposing lines by E. A. Cummings and 
Clayton E. Crafts. 

The indications of hostilities wére not be- 
lied. The repeal of the ordinance was 
brought up and motion was made to recon- 
sider the matter. This brought a protest 
and a long string of arguments frum Cum- 
mings and Crafts, and an equally strong 
protest from Mr. Ainslie.

In an Basy Old Age. 

When Franklin had attained the age of 50, 
or something less, he found himself possessed 
of sufficient income to live without labor. 
So he withdrew from active business, think- 
ing, good easy man, to devote the remainder 
of his life to scientific pursuits. Charming 
hallucination! The public seized on him 
forthwith.. He was elected Alderman, As- 
semblyman, Pestmaster, and the President 
of more things of a quasi-public character 
than Melville BE. Stone ever thought of. Why 
did Franklin assume these gratuitous public 
burdens? Because it was his fate, and a 

of the curriculum which the Almighty 

ad prepared for him; for I believe Benja- 
min Franklin to have been as truly an emis- 
sary of divine will in the accomplishment of 
this government as Washington, or Lincoln, 
or Grant, or Hamilton. His career had not 
concluded—it had just begun. His education 
in public affairs must be completed by years 
of public service, to fit him for those hercu- 
lean labors which he was yet to perform in 
London and in Paris. In London it was 
necessary to prove to Burke, and Pitt, and 
Fox, and to all right-thinking Englishmen, 
and to all the world, that England was wrong 
in the d she was seeking. Franklin 
did that. He was called as a witness before 
the House of Commons, and every lawyer 
in the kingdom had the privilege of con- 
founding him with questions. He emerged 
from that contest, not a witness to America 
merely, but a witness to humanity and the 
glory of God.

In Europe it was necessary to obtain 
money—money—money—and yet more money

But these gay rovers were 
not self-supporting, notwithstanding their 
glorious exploits and their many captures. 
Franklin was the only navy department 
which they recognized or upon which they 
drew in emergency, and this financial bur- 
den was added to the others. No wonder 
Mr. Morris declares that Washington's po- 
sition at Valley Forge was enviable com- 
pared with Franklin’s predicament during 
the entire Revolution. No wonder Ban- 
croft calls him the greatest diplomat who 
ever lived. He bankrupted France, that 
America might be free! But God intended 
that France should go bankrupt in the cause 
of liberty, otherwise France herself would 
never had been liberated. For if Louis the 
XVI. could have stopped the mouths of the 
hungry, mobs Which howled‘at him for 
bread, only a few years later, how would the

Value of His Precepts.

WHAT FRANKLIN DID FOR SCIENCE. 


His Studies and Researches of Ines 
timable Value to the World. 

It is peculiarly appropriate at this time to 
consider Franklin’s scientific work and great 
discoveries and trace their influence upon 
contemporaneous and subsequent investiga- 
tion, research and experiment. Just 150 
years ago the eminent American philosopher 
began those studies and researches that-led 
to such wonderful results as to startle the 
scientists of the Old World, who had been 
searching in vain for some explanation of 
electrical phenomena. At that time most of 
the brilliant minds of Europe were consider- 
ing thig subject and exchanging views and 
experiences, but it is doubtful if Franklin 
received any help from them or was, in fact, 
fully acquainted with the nature and extent 
of their investigations. Surely he received 
no encouragement from this source. 

It must be borne in mind that in Frank- 
lin’s time communication of discoveries and 
experiments even between European scien- 
tists was attended with considerable ex- 
penditure of time, labor, trouble and money. 
Printing was comparatively a new art, and 
records of scientific work and the proceed- 
ings of scientific bodies could be obtained in 
this country only after considerable delay 
and at greatexpense. How very little, then, 
must Franklin have benefited by the work of 
his Old World contemporaries. It is evi- 
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dent that he 


ments, the labor and trials, the disappoint- 
ments and failures experienced by this emi- 
nent philosopher in solving the great prob- 
lem of the age? There were many consid- 
erations that entered into the subject and 
they must now be recognized if proper 
credit is to be given for the successful ac- 
complishment of Franklin’s great undertak- 
ing. One has only to consider the preju- 
dices and superstitions of the people, the 
awe with which they regarded the “ celestial 
fire” in those days, te realize the strength 
of mind and steadfastness of purpose which 
Franklin , possessed. “‘ From lightning and 
tempest, from plague, pestilence and fam- 
ine,” the Christian world prayed for deliv- 
ery, and the full meaning and significance 
of this invocation of divine protection or 
interposition can best be understood after 
an examination ef the literature of early 
days. It abounds in references to this fire 
from heaven—the scourge which the human 
family most dreaded. Christian nations 
looked to the Almighty for protection from 
this terrible v@sitation of the wrath of Jeho- 
vah, and they refused to entertain the idea 
that divine will might be exercised through 
the instrumentality of man’s devices. This 
sentiment prevailed long after the an- 
nouncement of Franklin’s discovery, and it 
may be said to have many supporters at the 
present time. 


Believed the Philosopher Impious. 


Abbé Nollet voiced the belief of the age 
when he declared that it was as impious 
to ward off God’s lightnings as for a child 
to resist the chastening rod of the father.” 
And yet the man who spoke thus was one 
of the foremost scientists of his day and 
generation. He had followed Franklin’s ex- 
perimental work in its development with 
no little interest, and he had himself devoted 
much thought to the identity of electricity 
and lightning. His treatise on physics, 
which appeared in 1748, contained an arti- 
cle which formed a valuable contribution 
to the literature of this subject. In this he 
says: “If any one should take upon him 
to prove from well connected comparison of 
phenomena that thunder is in the hands of 
nature what electricity is in ours; that the 
wonders which we now exhibit at our pleas- 
ure are little imitations of the great effects 
that frighten us, and that the whole de- 
pends upon the same mechanism; if it is to 
be demonstrated that a cloud prepared by 
the action of the winds, by heat, by a mixt- 
ure of exhalations, etc., is oppagite to a 
terrestrial object; that this is the electrized 
body and at a certain proximity from that 
which is not; I avow that this idea if it is 
well supported would give me a great deal 
of pleasure; and in support of it how many 
specious reasons present themselves to a 
man who is well acquainted with elec- 
tricity.” 

Thus wrote the great French scientist be- 
fore the discovery of his American con- 
temporary; yet when announcement of the 
jatter's successful experiment reached Eu- 
rope and the means to which the discovery 
was te be applied, Abbé Nollet did not hesi- 


tate to condemm the plan as an impious 


deflance of the power of the Almighty.“ He 
had many supporters, too, among the 
learned men of Europe and this country. 
Not Affected by. Adverse Critics. 

Still Franklin determined to utilize his dis- 
covery for the benefit of mankind in spite of 
adverse criticism and condemnation of many 
who had formerly admired and supported 


him. It was for this purpose that he had 


labored so unceasingly, that he had endured 
privation and hardship and had braved death 
itself in the pursuit of his investigations. 

Franklin was eminently practical; all of 
his work was directed toward the ameliora- 
tion of the condition of his fellows. When 
he engaged in the study of electricity in 1746 
he at once sought a way to secure some prac- 
tical benefit from this scientific toy. It was 
in the experiments conducted at Philadelphia 
that it was first demonstrated that the elec- 
tric motor could be utilized for imparting 
motion to other apparatus and doing useful 
mechanical work. It is true that the motor 
with which Franklin and his associates per- 
formed the experiment of ringing chimes 
was a very crude affair and not at all like 
the finished product of the present day; yet 
this early utilization of electrical energy is 
abundantly attested and is accepted by the 
authorities. ’ 


His Motives Philanthropic. 


That Franklin was actuated by philan- 
thropic motives in conducting these experi- 
ments, and not by a desire for distinction or 
fortune, is clearly shown by his personal 
correspondence with Peter Collinson, the 
English merehant and trader, who was 
greatly interested in the work of the Amer- 
ican colonist and through whom Franklin 
communicated his discoveries and con- 
clusions to the Royal Society. 

Franklin frequently expressed regret in 
the early days that His experiments had not 
as yet developed anything of practical value. 
“We have been hitherto able to produce 
nothing in this way of use to mankind,” he 
says in one of his letters to Collinson, and 
this sentiment often finds expression in his 
correspondence, but he continues hopeful 
of great results, and in another of his let- 
ters he outlines his plans for a 
meeting of his friends at the con- 
clusion of his experiments, when “ tur- 
key is to be killed by the electrical shock 
and roasted by the electrical jack before a 
fire kindled by the electrical bottle; when 
the healths of all the famous electricians in 
England, Holland, France, and Germany 
are to be drank in electrified bumpers under 
the discharge of guns from the electrical bat- 
tery.” This fanciful description gave many 
the impression that the New World pos- 
sessed a master in fiction, a dreamer, and 
the great philosopher was ridiculed for his 
boldness. 

“He hearkens after prophecies 
dreams.“ 

Had the spirit of Franklin visited the 
great electrical exposition at New Tork last 
month it might have witnessed all this and 
much more. 

Looked On with Disfavor. 


At an early day Franklin began to pay the 
penalty of being original in his methods, and 
in advance of his time. When he communi- 
cated his early discoveries through Collin- 
son to the Royal Society of England they 
were bitterly opposed by Watson, the fa- 
mous English electrician of that period, and 
as the society had already begun to look 
with disfavor upon the adventurous Ameri- 
can, his views were treated with scant cour- 
tesy. At that time the little band of enthu- 
siasts in this country of which Franklin 
was the central figure, either from lack of 
confidence in their own views or because 
they were too busily engaged in pushing 
their experiments, gave comparatively little 
attention to this incident. This may have 
been due to the fact that they realized the 
superior advantages possessed by European 
electricians, who had better means of com- 
munication and codperation and were 
equipped with apparatus for experimental 
work which the Americans gf course could 
not obtain. Then, too, there was that nat- 
ural respect for the mother country ” and 
everything coming from it that gave addi- 
tional weight to the opinions of English 
scientists. And, again, it may be that Dr. 
Franklin was practicing that rule of life 
that he so earnestly commended to all young 
men not to be too positive in asserting their

pean contemporaries.. In a measure this 
was a positive disadvantage, but it had its 
compensation as well. If he did not know 
what had already been accomplished, nei- 
ther was he acquainted with the failures of 
many experiments; and had he been in pos- 
session of records of all that had transpired 
he might have accepted the conclusions of 
others and not have persisted in the line of 
experiment that eventually won for him rec- 
ognition as the greatest of living phi 
phers of his day. 


Believed He Was First. 


The history of his preliminary: work, if 
such it may be called, establishes con- 
clusively the fact that little was known in 
the American colonies of the proceedings 
of the Old World scientists, for there is round 
carefully recorded the several steps taken 
in preparation for tests that had already been 
made in Eufope, and it is evident from the 
observations of Franklin, noted in connec- 
tion with these experiments, that he was 
under the impression that he was entering 
a hitherto unexplored field. Much originailty 
marked these methods and as a consequence 
the results obtained were often essentially 
different from those reported in Burope. A 
comparison of the work conducted in Europe 
and America shows that there must have 
been some advantage in the freedom enjoyed 
in the latter, while the necessity of plodding 
along and finding out details in themselves 
unimportant, yet of great value in the ag- 
gregate, gave Franklin such a thorough 
knowledge of the subject in hand that his 
later conclusions were irresistible. 

It is not necessary for the purpose of this 
sketch to dwell upon the preliminary work 
or enumerate the many interesting tests 
which eventually led up to the crowning 
effort of this great scientist/ Enough has 
been said to show the condition of affairs, 
the state of the art in Europe, and the 
jealousy that had already been manifested 
in England because of the attention that had 
been bestowed u the solitary American 
investigator who had overturned many 
cherished ideas. This will explain the con- 
dition of the mind in which fhe Royal’ 
Society considered Franklin’s later contri- 
butions. Collinson, to whom these had been 
intrusted for transmission to the society, 
realized at once their importance, but he was 
— to get the organization to accept his 

ews. 

The rejected papers comprised the record 
of Franklin's scientific labors, his final con- 
clusions, reached after years of application, 
and a careful explanation of the reasons 
that led him to the belief that electricity 
and lightning were identical. He had de- 
parted from approved methods; he had put 
aside his “ electrical bottles and his glass 
tubes, and he had looked in the face of 
nature for an explanation of the phenomena. 
He had utilized the knowledge gained in his 
preliminary work in making his deductions. 


Faith in His Own Theories. 


Following this line of reasoning to its log- 
ical conclusion the idea was forced upon him 
that lightning could be drawn from the 
clouds by means of pointed steel rods, the 
same as a charge of electricity could be 
drawn from one body by a pointed con- 
ductor. “‘May not the knowledge of this 
power of points be of use to mankind in 
preserving houses, churches, ships, etc.“ 
isthequery propounded by Franklin. He be- 
lieves it may, and proceeds to tell how the 
experiment may be made. There were no 
buildings in Philadelphia sufficiently tall to 
afford facilities for this test, and therefore 
his conclusions were given to the world un- 
tried by actual experiment. How positive 
must have been the faith of the great philoso- 


accompanied his suggestion by detailed in- 
structions of the manner in which the ex- 
periment should be carried out. He had 
reached his conclusions by a purely mental 
process, but so exact waS he in all the de- 
tails that one can scarcely believe that the 
System proposed was not developed by years 
of experience. 

This document is most convincing proof 
of the high order of the intellectual gifts of 
the great American. But the English soci- 
ety did not regard it in this light; they leoked 
upon it as the freak of a madman, and 
neither Collinson nor Dr. Fothergill couid 
persuade their associates that it should be 
given a trial upon its merits. It was pro- 
nounced too absurd to be seriously consid- 
ered by a society of English scientists. 
Franklin’s friends persisted in getting his 
contribution before the world, and when the 
leading scientific journal of the E 
speaking world refused to admit it to its col- 
umns they secured its publication in 
phiet form. Only a limited — cop - 
ies were printed, but they proved a drug on 
the market. A year passed, and still there 
was no evidence that this wonderful discov- 
ery had made any impression on the public 
mind. Then a copy found its way into the 
hands of a Frenchman, it appealed to him, 
and he gained the interest of others. It was 
translated into the French language, placed 
on sale in Paris, and soon the French capital 
was in a fever of excitement over the quaint 
work. The experiments described by Prout 
lin were performed before the scientific so- 
cleties and repeated in the presence of the 
King. : 
Convinced the Royal Society. 


One experiment was reserved for future 
consideration. It was agreed that this was 
by far the most important revelation of 
the entire work, the experiment with the 
pointed rods which had been pronounced 
by the Royal Society of England too vision- 
ary for the serious consideration of English 
scientists. Elaborate preparation was made 
for this test at Marly la Ville, near Paris, 
and also in the gay French capital. It is 
unnecessary here to repeat the story of the 
successful experiment or to dwell upon the 
sensation produced throughout the entire 
civilized world by the announcement. The 
Royal Society was incredulous, but when 
the facts were communicated to the French 
Academy by eminent scientists that body 
placed its official sanction upon the so-called 
* fairy tale.“ 

When the news reached Philadelphſa there 
was great commotior. Franklin was dis- 
satisfied, however. In the French experi- 
ments the pointed rods were only forty feet 
high in the first case and did not extend 
above ninety feet in the second test. This 
did not prove conclusively that the electrical 
charge from the clouds had been dissipated 
by the pointed rods. But hew was he to 
conduct experiments upon a more extensive 
scale? There was no tall building in Phila- 
delphia upon the top of which he could 
erect a rod that would pierce the clouds, 
Then came the idea of the kite—an idea that 
would have made the Frenchmen love 
Franklin even had his grand experiment 
failed.

GEN. RAFAEL DE QUESADA, CUBAN

Death Results Unexpectedly Some 
Mime After a Surgical Operatiqu— 
Deceased Belonged to One of the 
Best and Most Patriotic Families in 

Cuba, and Has a Fine War Record— 
Fought Against Maximilian in Mex- 
ico, and Always Against Spain. 


New York, June 6.—{Special.)—Deep sor- 
row has come upon all Cubans, and upon all 
the friends of Cuba’s cause. Those who 
were planning soon to send another company 
to aid in the war against the Spaniards 
must find some other leader, for the one 
whom they had chosen has passed away, 

Gen. Rafael De Quesada died in his apart- 
ments in the Hotel Endicott this morning 
at 2 o’clock. He was 59 years old. The im- 
mediate cause of his death was blood-poison- 
ing. For several days he had had trouble

Blood poisening had set in, and all that 
could be done was to make the patient as 
comfortable as possible until the end, which 
came peacefully in the early morning. Bx 
his death Cdba loses one of her best and 
ablest friends, 

Gen, Quesada was born in Puerto Principe 
in 1887. His family was one of the best in 
Cuba, and was noted for its patriotism and 
its love of liberty. When Quesada was a 
young man he went to Mexico, where, at the 
breaking out of the trouble caused by the 
arrival of Maximilian, he offered his serv- 
ices to the government to fight against the 
usurper. A few years later the ten years’ 
war began in Cuba, and Quesada at once en- 
listed against Spain. He was made a Gen- 
eral, and fought all through the revolution. 

At the beginning of the war he married 
the sister of De Cespedes, the first President 
of the Republic of Cuba, whose son Manuel 
is now Governor of Eastern Cuba under 
the present republic. ti 

When the rebellion ended Quesada, who 
did not wish to live under Spanish rule, went 
to Venezuela and took up a coffee plantation. 
which he cultivated so successfully that he 
made a fortune. , 

He could not keep away from military 
affairs, however, and was soon prominently 
identified with the ‘Venezuelan National 
Guard. In the revolution there he fought 
with Crespo, and when he came to New 
York only a short time ago he was chief of. 
President Crespo’s staff, and he stood god- 
father to one of Crespo's sons, ; 

His coming here was simply for the pur- 
pose of offering his services to Mr. Palma. 
the Cuban delegate, and it was generally 
believed that) the next expedition that left 
New York for Cuba would be headed by him. 

In the war of 1888-78 he took no less than 
five companies of filibusters down safely

With his long and varied experience his 
aid would have been invaluable to the cause 
of Cuba.

DESCRIPTION Ov THE GREAT STATUE 


Where and How Mr. Park Secured the 
Ideas So Magnuificentiy Executed. 
The statue is declared to be one of the 
finest works Mr. Park has executed. Itis 
an admirable likeness and the costume is 
faultlessly true to the time the philosopher- 
statesman lived. The ‘figure is of heroic 
size, being 9 feet 6 inches high, and gives the 
characteristic pose observable in the cele- 
brated pictures of Franklin. The whole is 

eminently lifelike and simple. 

Franklin is represented as addressing an 
audience. The trunk is supported mainly by 
the left leg, the right being thrust slightly 
forward. The left hand rests on the hip, 
while-the right arm hangs carelessly by the 
side. The massive frame is well propor- 
fioned and is well set off by the costume, the 
knee pants, the shoes with buckles, the long 
coat and tlie frills at the neck giving as ac- 
urate ah impression of what the philos- 
opher looked like in life as itis possible to 
convey. . 

Two pictures were taken as a guide in the 
execution of the work—both pictures being 
by Dtipléssis, the great French artist. The 

t used was that in the Corcoran Gallery 
in Washington. Indeed it was intended to 
make the statue entirely from this picture, 
but when the face was made it was thought 

Mr. Medill to be rather too austere and 
cynical and it was thought a more pleasing 
expression might be had.

The 
se is twelve feet square, the principal por- 
tion being in a single piece and, weighing 
thirteen tg o steps lead to the base 
proper, w lal’ are’ ct fn a single block of 
stone. This likewise weighs thirteen tons. 
The total weight of the pedestal is forty-six 
tons. The pedezktal is cut into five pieces, all 
of the best of the Barre granite. The material 
and the work of execution were furnished by 
Hoffman & Co. of this city. Mr. Park is 
thoroughly pleased with the part done by 
the stone contractors and says the pedestal 
is one of the finest in the country. 

The statue itself is of bronze and isa 
perfect cast. It was executed by the Amer- 
ican Bronze company, under the direct su- 
pervision of Mr. Park. The sculptor has 
also had control of the erection of the 
pedestal and the placing of the figure. 

The entire work cost $20,000 and repre- 
sents a year’s work by the sculptor. Every 
effort has been made to have the statue a 
work of art worthy of the city. The most 
exhaustive study was made both for the 
face and figure and for the costume, and the 
donor of the statue and the artist have been 
in almost constant communication touching 
the details. 

Mr. Park will go to Florence within a short 
time and take a needed rest after his work. 


PITTSBURG PREPARES FOR THE SINGERS 


Deceratious of Exposition Music Mali 
for the Sangerfest—Cleveland 
Will Teach the Button. 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 6.—Pittsburg is in 
holiday attire for the twenty-eighth National 
Singerfest of the North American Sanger- 
bund, which convenes on Monday evening. 

Few delegates have arrived so far, but 
tomorrow and Monday every train is ex- 
pected to bring its quota, and when Presi- 
dent Cleveland touches the electric button 
formally opening the singerfest on Monday 
evening there will be thousands of strangers 
within the city gates. 

The decorations at the new Exposition Mu- 
sic Hall, where the meetings and concerts 
will be held, were completed this evening. 
The work has been artistically done, and 
the hall presents a beautiful and attractive 
appearance to the eye of every beholder. 

The national colors of Germany and the 
United States are blended harmoniously in 
all the decorations. Great streamers of red, 
white, black, and blue reach from all sides 
to the high dome of the auditorium. On the 
right wall are the pictures of Beethoven, 
Mozart, and Haydn. On the left are those 
ef Wagner, Mendelssohn, and Schubert. 
These are draped handsomely with flags. 

The sängerfest will be in session four or 
five days. During that time there will be 
five concerts, in which 3,000 vocalists, repre- 
senting over 100 German singing societies 
throughout the country, will partieipate. On 
Tuesday there will be a grand street parade, 
and on Thursday a monster picnic at Ali- 
quippa Grove. On Friday it is hoped to or- 
ganize the North American Sängerbund into 
a permanent organization. On Wednesday 
the various Swiss turning societies in at- 
tendance will hold a national,festival. 


KEEPS HIS ACCOUNTS OUT OF COURT. 


Mr. McNeill Has but Few Facts te Give 
the Inter-State .Commerce 
Commission. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 6.—Chairman W. 
R. Morrison of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission concluded the taking of testi- 
mony in the case of the Railroad Commis- 
sioners’ of Kansas vs. the Transmissouri 
Freight: Association this afternoon, and left 
for Chicago.

The South Town offices, at Michigan ave- 
nue and Monroe street, wore both a deserted 
and @ dejected look yesterday afternoon 
following the lockout. In the outer office 
the remains of Mr. Hepburn’s force, three 

- clerks all told, were waiting on callers. 
Treasury Is Empty. 

I can’t pay the help without money, and 
there is none in the treasury,” said Mr. 
Hepburn. Three weeks’ pay, amounting 
to $9,000, is due them. I have not received 
any money myself. Until money is provid- 
ed I have had to let the force go. I have 
kept a few men for office work, guarantee- 
ing them that they will be paid if I have te 
pay them out of my own pocket.” 

„What has become of the $40,000 appro- 
priated by the County Board?“ 

„That is not available, and will not be un- 
til next year. The amount will be spread on 
the books I am making up now, and will not 
all be collected until a year from next No- 
vember. I have paid little attention as 
yet to the matter of raising money. 
The Supervisor is the fiscal of- 
ficer of the town. But he has been to a num- 
ber of the banks, and I went with him to one 
of them. While the banks do not refuse to 
advance money, they do not advance it. 
They want to know when the money will 
be paid back, and we cannot tell them.” 
What will happen if the money is not 
raised in some way?“ 

„O, it will be raised. It must be. It is a 
matter of small moment to me individually, 
but it matters much to the city and county. 
People have been slow in the matter, but 
when they see what the situation is some 
means in surely be found to raise the

Could the assessment be completed in

Ne Money, No Assessment. 

„It could not. The personal property has 
all been assessed and most of the postal 
cards of notification sent out to property- 
owners.

THE COLUMBIA FELLOWSHIP. 


This Entities the Holder to Two Years’ 
Study in the American School of 
Architecture in Rome—The Design 
Was for a Combined Postofiice and 
Custem-House Building for a Sea- 
port Town of Secondary Importance 
Career of the Winner. 


William Kinne Fellows, professor of ar- 
chitectural design in the Art Institute, was 
notified by telegram yesterday that he had 
won in the competitive examination for the 
Columbia fellowship in architecture. This 
fellowship entitles the holder to two years’ 
study in the American School of Architecture 


in Rome. | 

The examination was held April 25, and was 
participated in by architects all over the 
United States, there being a special rivalry 
between the Chicago and New York con- 


testants. 
The design required was that of a building

The desigr s were told of the subject at 
10 o’clock in the morning, and were given 
until 10 o’clock the same night to make a 
sketch under the direction of those in charge 
of the competition. These sketches, which 
were to be followed out in the subsequent 
drawings, were handed in, and the finished 
six drawings made during the fortnight 
following. 

The drawings, together with the original 
sketches, accompanied by an envelope con- 
taining the competitor’s name and address, 
were sent to the New York office of William 
A. Boring, Secretary of the National League. 
Here they were judged by a jury appointed 
by the Executive committee of the American 
School of Architecture in Rome, 

William Kinne Fellows, whose design re- 
ceived the first prize, is the son of John B. 
fellows and Pr. Antoinette K. Fellows. 
He was born in Winona, Minn., in 1870, grad- 
uated from high school in 1889, and imme- 
diately entered Columbia College. On finish- 
ing the course there, Prof. Ware recom- 
mended him to the Art Institute, and his 
appointment to the professorship followed. 

Besides his work in the institute he has 
for two years been connected with the office 
of D. H. Burnham & Co., and did much of 
the work upon the accepted design for the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, which was 
reproduced in THE TRIBUNE yesterday. 

Personally Prof. Fellows is modest and 
unassuming, and has little to say of the 
success he has won. Since early childhood 
he has evinced great talent in drawing, and 
the walls of his home at No. 134 Fiftieth 
street are hung with skillfully executed and 
beautifully colored drawings. 

He will leave early in September for the 
two years’ work in Rome.

HAMILTON CLUB GIVES A LUNCHEON. 


Gathering at Kinsley’s the Occasion 
for Speech-Making. 

The third monthly luncheon of the Ham- 
Uton club was given at Kinsley’s yesterday 
afternon at 1 o’clock, 115. members and 
guests attending. After coffee was served 
President Frank I. Moulton announced that 
among the distinguished guests present was 
one of the old wheelhorses of the Republican 
party who came from Egypt” in response 
to the invitation of the club. > 

He then introduced Isaac Clements. After 
referring to the issues of the coming cam- 
paign’ Mr. Clements said: 

Four years ago thdship of state changed 
its course. Before that it sailed the sea of 
prosperity under the control of the Repub- 
lican party, governed by the beneficent in- 
fluences of the McKinley bill, protection 
and reciprocity. Then, under the guiding in- 
fluence of Grover Cleveland and the Demo- 
crats, its prow was turned and it sailed 
among the shoals and reefs of free trade 
and individual and national bankruptcy. 
Cleveland claimed that disaster came upon 
the country. suddenly and without warning. 
Yet from every Republican stump and news- 
paper the prophecy of the evil results of 
Democratic policy had been given out for 
two years. 

At the end of President Harrison's admin- 
istration the working people, had more 
money in the savings banks, they had more 
work and received higher wages than ever 
since. In 1892 this country bought from 
other countries 58800, 000, 000 of their products 
and sold them 381.000, 000,000 of our products. 
There was a balance of trade in our favor 
of $200,000,000 a year and there were no Treas- 
ury deficits; no need to issue bonds; no end- 
less chain whereby the money of this coun- 
try flowed steadily into European coffers. 
And now, having taken away much of the 
tariff which protected the workingman of 
the United States, thereby lessening the 
amount of work he has to perform and reduc- 
ing the value of his labor as well, the Demo-

Charles W. Raymond, President of the 
State League of Republican Clubs, was the 
next speaker. He gave a. history of the 
league and of the national Republican or- 
ganization. The aim of the league, he said, 
was not to further the interests of any candi- 
date, or to influence nominations, but to 
work hand in hand with the State Central 
committees and the National committees to 
secure the election of the candidates chosen 
by them and to uphold and sup the prin- 
* and objects of the Republican party. 

X. Schoonmaker speke next, declaring 
the tariff to be the real issue, and not the 
money question. He said in New York State 
there were 1,700,000 depositors in savings 
banks and there were only 1,200,000 voters. 
In the United States there were 14,000,000 
depositors in savings banks and building 
and loan asseciations, and they outnum- 
bered the voters by. 2,000,000. This major- 
ity, Ne held, was sufficient security against 
the enactment of any law which would de- 
crease the value of their savings.

CARLISLE AND GOLD THE WINNERS. 


Final Action of the Mock Convention 
at the University. 

Carlisle and gold wen yesterday in the 

mock Democratic convention at the Uni- 


‘versity of Chicago. The Kentuckian was 


nominated on the second ballot over Whit- 
ney of New York and Russell of Massa- 
chusetts, his strongest competitors. 

Horace Boies of Iowa received a large ma- 
jority of the votes of the silver men on the 
first ballot. 

W. E. Russell of Massachusetts was nom- 
inated for Vice-President on the first ballot. 
The money plank of the platform is as fol- 

ows: 

* We denounce the attitude of the Repub- 
lican party on the money question, inasmuch 
as it has attempted to shirk fundamental 
issues, and the onest attempts of Pop- 


ulists to scale indebtedness by the issue of 


a depreciated currency. We proclaim our 
belief in the futility of the impracticable 
Republican scheme for forming an inter- 
national bimetallic union, and are opposeti 
to further squandering of the people’s money 
for this purpose. We pledge ou es to 
protect the inviolability of the standard of 
value onfwhich the great business interests 
of the republic are absolutely dependent. 
We believe that the standard of value should 
be stable and unvariable, and to the attain- 
ment of that end set before ourselves the es- 
tablishment of the single gold standard.

INDIA IS TRYING A CURIOUS PLAN, 


Teaching Modern Science in Oldest 
Oriental Languages. 

The Punjab Province of India has been 
for some years the scene of an interesting 
academic experiment, that of communicat- 
ing Western science, philosophy, and liter- 
ature to the people through their mother 
tongue, and to the educated through their 
learned languages, and not in an English 
dress as elsewhere. 

Sixty-three years ago Macaulay and Duff 
destroyed the very different pernicious sys- 
tem of bribing native students of Sanskrit, 
Persian, and Arabic to read their own sa- 
cred books. - Gradually the learned classes 
came to be left out of our State system of 
public instruction, with evil results. Sir 
Donald McLeod atcordingly devised and Sir 
Charles Aitchison carried out the plan of 
at once attracting these, in the Punjab at 
least, by Oriental titles and degrees, and of 
examining all students for the ordinary uni- 
versity degrees through the medium of 
thelr own vernacular. The Punjab Univer- 
sity and its Oriental College were founded 
at Lahore for these two ends. 

The latest report of the Edinburg grad- 
uate, Mr. J. Sime, M. A., who is direetor of 
the department, is net very favorable to the 
success of the double experiment, now some 
_eighteén years old. He declares that the 
prospects of advanced education through 


¢ the medium of the vernacular are not im- 


proving ”’ at least, and Sir Dennis Fitzpat- 
rick; the Lieutenant-Governor, has ordered 
a * report on the subject. 

The only encouraging fact is that every 
year the number of the Pundit class who 
take honors and degrees in Sanskrit is ris- 
ing, and more than half of them go to the 
Punjab examinatiens from the other prov- 
inces, where there are no such tests,—Edin- 
burg Scotsman.

Without noticing in detail many of these. 
items I shall refer to two of them, which in 
my judgment justify my action in the premi- 


ses. . 

“The bill appropriates 51.027, 314.09 for a 
part payment on claims which originated in 
depredations on our commerce by French 
cruisers and vessels during the closing years 
of the last century. They have become 
quite familiar to those having Congressional. 
experience, as they have.been pressed for 
recognition and payment, with occasional 
intervals of repose, for nearly 100 years. 
Those claims are based on the allegations 
that France being at war with England 
seized and condemned many American ves- 
sels and cargoes in violation of the rules of 
international law and treaty provisions, and 
contrary to the duty it owed to our country 
as a neutral power and to our citizens that 
by reason of these acts claims arose in favor 
of such of our citizens as were damnified, 
against the French Nation, which claims our 
government attempted to inforce, ‘and that 
in conclusion a treaty with France, in the. 
year 1800, these claims were abandoned or 
relinquished in consideration of the relin- 
quishment of certain claims which France 
charged against us. 

No Legal Liability. 

“On these statements it is insisted by 

those interested that we as a nation having. 
reaped a benefit in our escape from these 
French demands against us, through the 
abandonment of the claims of our citizens 
against France, the government became 
equitably bound as between itself and its 
citizens to pay the claim thus relinquished. 
I do not understand it to be asserted that 
there exists any legal liability against the 
government on account of its relation to 
these claims. At the term of the Supreme 
Court just finished the Chief Justice in an 
opinion concerning them and the action of 
9 in apropriating for their payment, 
said: 
We think that payments thus prescribed 
to be made were purposely brought within 
the category of payments by way of gratu- 
ity—payments of grace and not of right.’ 

From the time the plan was conceived to 
charge the government with the payment of 
these claims they have abided in the at- 
mosphere of eontroversy. Every proposi- 
tion presented in their support has been 
stoutly disputed, and every inference sug- 
gested in their favor has been challenged 
promptly. 

State of War Existed. 

Thus, inasmuch as it must, I think, be 
conceded that if a state of war existed be- 
tween our country and France at the time 
these depredations were committed our gov- 
ernment was not justified in claiming in- 
demnity for our citizens, it is asserted that 
we were at the time actually engaged in war 
with the French Nation. This position seems 
to be sustained by an opinion of the Attor- 
ney-General of the United States written in 
1798 and by a number of decisions of the Su- 
preme Court delivered soon after that time. 

We certainly had abrogated treaties 
with France, and our cruisers and armed 
ships were roaming the seas capturing her 
vessels and property. So, also, when it is 
asserted that the validity of these claims 
was acknowledged in the treaty negotiations 


dy the representatives of France, their dec- 


larations to a contrary purport are ex- 
hibited and when it is alleged that the 
abandonment of these claims against France 
was in consideration of great benefits to the 
government, although confidently alleged 
‘that they were in point of fact abandoned 
because their enforcement was hopeless and 
that even if any benefit really acrrued to us 
by insistence on their settlement in the 
course of diplomatic negotiation, such re- 
‘suit gave no pretext for taxing the govern- 
ment with liability to the claimants. 
Former Refusals to Act. 
Without noticing the other considera- 
tions and contentions arising from the al- 
leged origin of these claims, a brief refer- 
ence to their treatment in the past and de- 
velopment of their presentation may be use- 
ful and pertinent. 

It is, I believe, somewhat the fashion in 
interested quarters to speak of the failure 
by the government to pay these claims as 
such neglect as amounts to repudiation and 
a denial of justice to citizens who have suf- 
fered. Of course, the original claimants 
have for years been beyond the reach of re- 
lief, but as their descendants in each genera- 
tion become more numerous the volume of 
advocacy, importunity, and accusation cor- 
respondingly increases. If injustice has 
been done in the refusal of these claims it 
began early in the present century, and may 
be charged against men then im public life 
more conversant than we can be with the 
facts involved, and whose honesty and sense 
of righteousness is to be secure from sus- 


picion. 
First Up in 1802. 

“As early as 1802 a committee of the House 
of Representatives. reported the facts con- 
nected with these claims, but apparently 
without recommendation, No action was 
taken on the report. In 1803 a resolution de- 
claring that indemnity ought to be paid was 
negatived by a vote of the same body. A 
favorable committee report vas made in 
1807, but it seems that no legislative action 
resulted. In 1818 an adverse report was 
made to the Senate, followed by the passage 
of a resolution declaring ‘that the relief 
asked for by the memorialists and petition- 
ers ought not to be granted.“ In 1822 and 
again in 1824 adverse committee reports on 
the subject were made to the House, con- 
cluding with similar resolutions. The pre- 
sumption against these claims arising from 
such unfavorable reports and reSolutions 
and from the failure of Congress to provide 
for their payment at a time so near the 
events upon which they are based cannot be 
destroyed by the interested cry of tnjustice 
and neglect of the rights of our citizens. 

“Until 1846 these claims were from time 
to time pressed on the attention of Con- 
gress with varying fortunes, but never with

CLEARS DECK FOR ADJOURNMENT. 


House Disposes of All the Essential 
Business Before It. 

Washington, D. C., June 6.—The House 
cleared its decks for adjournment today by 
disposing of all the essential business before 
it, which consisted of conference reports on 
appropriation bills. . 

The bill extending the jurisdiction of United 
States Courts in the Indian Territory, pro- 
viding for the laying out of towns, the leas- 
ing of coal, timber, farming and grazing 
lands was passed. 

Mr. Powers (Rep., Vt.), Chairman of the 
Pacific Railway committee, moved to gus- 
pend the rules to pass a bill to define the 
rights of purchasers under mortgages on the 
Atlantic and Pacific railroad company, au- 
thorized by the act of April 20, 1871. Mr. 
Powers éxplained that the purpose of the 
bill was to enable the bondholders of the two 
sections of his road to organize themselves 
into a corporation on the completion of the 
foreclosure proceedings now pending. 

Opposition to the Bill. 

Mr. Hopkins (Rep., III.) opposed the bill on 
the ground that it conveyed to the new com- 
pany all the rights of the old company in re- 
spect to the lands originally granted to it. 

Mr. Terry (Dem., Ark.) pointed out that in 
the case of the proposed reorganization of 
the Northern Pacific the rights of the gov- 
ernment and the people residing along the 
line had been most carefully guarded. After 
some further criticism of the bill Mr. Powers 
withdrew it. 

Mr. Loud (Rep., Cal.), Chairman of the 
Postoffice committee, moved to suspend the 
rules and pass the Senate bill to amend the 
law defining fourth-class mall matter. The 
amendment related solely to franked matter, 
confining it to printed or written matter.“ 
At present all “official” matter can be 
franked. Mr. Loud explained that the mails 
were gorged with all sorts of government 
supplies, Last year a million and a quarter 
pounds went through the Washington office. 

Mr. Cannon said he could see no reason 
why government matter should not be 
handled by the Postoffice Department in- 
stead of the express companies. Mr. Loud 
replied that this matter could be handled by 
express companies for one-fourth of what 
it cost the government. He volunteered the 
opinion that it cost the government twice as 
much to transport the mails as it should. 
The bill was passed, 102 to 35. 

Reclaiming Arid Lands. 

The conference report on the sundry civil 
appropriation bill was reported by Mr. Can- 
non. The House voted to agree to the Sen- 
ate amendment, which authorized liens on 
the arid lands ceded to States by the Carey 
act to cover the cost of reclamation, after an 
amendment had been added at the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Lacey (Ja.) vesting the sole 
authority to make the liens in the States. 
The bill was sent back for further confer- 
ence on the public building amendments, the 
House rejecting motions. to accept them. 
The House voted further insistence on its 
original propositions in the naval bill and 
sent it back to conference. | 

The conference report on the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill was adopted. 


-SOME PROGRESS MADE IN SENATE. 


Efforts to Clear Away the Great Ap- 
propriation Bills. 

Washington, D. C., June 6.—The Senate 
made some progress today toward clearing 
away the great appropriation bills which 
stand ahead of adjournment. 

The contract school item of the Indian bill 
was modified so that Catholic schools will be 
abolished July 1, 1897.

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NOT READY TO ADJOURN. 


HOUSE AND SENATE STILL AT ODDS 
ON APPROPRIATION ITEMS. 


Conferees Agree on the Indian Appro- 
priation Bill, but the House Refuses 
to Sanction the Arrangement—Ar- 
mor Plate and Battleship Provis- 
fons of the Naval Appropriation 
Bill Under Consideration—Busy Day 
in the House. 


Washington, D. C., June 6,—[Special.]— 


Conference reports consumed the time of 


the House today, and in only one-instance 
was a recommendation of the House confer- 
rees turned down. | ’ 

This occurred when the report was sub- 


mitted on the Indian appropriation bill, in 


which there was & paragraph relating tothe 
support of sectarian schools. Répresenta- 
tives of the House and Senate agreed in con- 
ference that after July 1. 1897, no further 
appropriation of public funds should be 
made for the support of schools maintained 
by any religious body, and during the fiscal 
year which will begin July 1, 1896, not more 
than 50 per cent of this year’s appropria- 
tion should be expended for such purposes, 
Furthermore, there would be no expenditures 
on this account by the Secretary of the In- 
terior if he could make arrangements with 
non-sectarian institutions anywhere else. 
The Senate agreed to the compromise. 

An adoption of the report in the House 
meant an end of the controversy between 
the House and Senate over the Indian ap- 
propriation bill, and Chairman Sherman 
urged the House to adopt the report prompt- 
ly. This course might have been adopted 
but for the action of Congressman Fitzgerald 
of Boston, who secured the floor and put in 
ten minutes defending the Roman Catholic 
Church for what he termed its energy in 
teaching Indian children the ways of civili- 
zation and educating them besides. He took 
occasion to refer to the spirit of intolerance 
which appeared to actuate some of the peo- 
ple of the United States by endeavoring to 
proscribe Catholics Because of their religion. 

Marquette Statge Again. 

Incidentally he referred to the failure of 
the House to acquiesce with the Senate in 
accepting the statue of Pere Marquette, 
which had been sent to Washington by a 


sovereign State. 

It is because Marquette was a Catholic 
priest,“ said the Bostonian, “* that the statue 
of this great man is denied official recogni- 
tion by the House of Representatives. All 
in vain have been my efforts to secure favor- 
able action by the Library committee on 
this subject, and I want to protest in the 
name of 13,000,000 Catholics in the United 
States against such an unjust discrimina- 
tion.“ 

During the remarks of the Massachusetts 
Congressman two Representatives from the 
Northwest, Messrs. Linton of Michigan and 
Cooper of Wisconsin, were paying particu- 
lar attention to him, and when he sat down 
Mr. Cooper rose to reply. In an earnest, dig- 
nified manner he deprecated any desire to 
proscribe a person because of his religious 
views. B ut he was opposed to the disburse- 
ment of the money of the people for the sup- 
port of the schools of any religious denom- 
ination. He was just as much against Cath- 
olics being financially encouraged in their 
efforts to educate Comanches as he was 
against Methodists being given money for 
Modocs, or any other sect being aided by the 
government. It was the intention of the 
framers of the Constitution that there 
should be no union between Church and 
State, because it was foreign to the spirit of 
free institutions, and they had acted wisely 
in this matter. 


Debate Proves Fatal. 


The debate was fatal to the chances of an 
agreement by the House on the conference 
report, and when a vote was reached the 
item for the support of sectarian schools was 
not concurred in, the vote being 58 yeas and 
65 nays. Accordingly the matter will go 
back to conference on Monday. 

When the conference report on the naval 
appropriation bill was presented Chairman 
Boutelle said the conferrees had agreed upon 
three battleships instead of four, but they 
could not settle how much should be paid per 
tcn for armor plate: This was therefore the 
only item in dispute, and a further confer- 
ence would be necessary. 

By the conference agreement on the naval 
appropriation bill the number of torpedo 
beats required to be built on the Pacific 
coast is reduced from three to one and that 
must not cost over 4 per cent more than bid 
by other localities. The requirement that a 
torpedo boat must be built on the Missouri 
River was stricken out also. 

Disagreements were also reported on the 
District of Columbia and postoffice appro- 
pmiation bills, the suggestion being made, 
however, that there were only a few items in 
dispute and it was likely another conference 
would be able to adjust matters satis- 
factorily.

English Ministry Is Trembling. 

Two victories at by-elections have pro- 
duced a warrantable elation in the Radical 
camp all the more, as both were won by can- 
cidates who ostentatiously put home rule 
in the background and fought their cam- 
paigns on strictly English issues. There is 
no doubt that the government’s agricultural 
and education bills are excellent things for 
the opposition, and despite the ministry’s 
great nominal majority already is frightened 
visibly at the feuds existing within its own 
ranks and at the evidences of its unpopu- 
larity in the country at large. It acts as if 
it were afraid of falling to pieces even now, 
and if the Liberal party were not itself in 
an almost helpless state of internal disorder 
there might be prospects of exciting and 
evenly balanced political fighting once more 
before the century closes. As to the report 
that Rosebery is going to retire from public 
life, it probably is a revival of last year’s 
story. There was a time then when he de- 
clared that he would withdraw, and if he 
had done so the history of British liberai- 
ism would have been altered for the bet- 
ter. But the information of those who saw 
him recently is that he is rather keener 
than usual to hang on to the titular leader- 
ship. At least this was his mood a few 
weeks ago. 


Why Campos Is Dreaded. 

The excessive publicity given by the Ma- 
drid press to the not unusual incident of 
Campos being challenged to a duel has, Iam 
told, a purely political explanation. Cam- 
pos, as a life Senator, has the power to make 
himself heard throughout the country, and 
it is understood that he intends in the forth- 
coming Cuban debate in the Cortes to de- 
liver a merciless and crushing attack from 
inside knowledge on the whole tragic farce 
of Spanish control in that island. The effect 
of this is dreaded both by the army clique, 
now in the ascendency, and by the politicians 
working with them, and they thought to head 
it off by slaying Campos in a duel. The 
character of the insult thrust on Campos 
was so gross that he could not refuse to 
fight, but other influences intervened at the 
last moment and forced the military author- 
ities to stop the encounter and to arrest 
both parties. What will be done next no 
one knows, but Madrid has been thrown into 
a dangerous state of excitement by the epi- 
sode, and all sorts of stories of cabals, of 
military plots, and even of revolutionary 
conspiracies are afloat. 

The Queen Regent is reported to be seri- 
ously ill, which naturally adds to the dis- 
trust with which the whole situation in the 
peninsula is regarded by outsiders. 


Fenians Want McKinley Money. 
There is much substance in the rumors of 


which for years has ranked among the four 
or five best bands in the world—with the Ma- 
rine Band of Washington, the Garde Re- 
publicaine of Paris, and perhaps the Vienna 
Military Band—is to pass out of existence. 
King Leopold is so impoverished by Congo 
and other losses that he is no longer able 
to afford a personal subsidy of $3,000, and 
the Minister of War has no power to make 
an extra grant, so the Guides Band will be 
reduced to the forty-two musicians of one 
ordinary regimental band. 
Cholera in a French Camp. 

There are stories today of a fierce out- 
break of a choleraic disease in the French 
military camp at Chalons on Thursday, 

which closely resembles the Asiatic reality, 
and at least not up to the present has it been 
decided to be something else. There is still 
some cholera in South Russia, but otherwise 
June finds Europe free from the epidemic 
for the first time, practically, in a dozen 
years. The disease is much worse than 
usual in Egypt, however, and the English 
officials are finding the task of forcing the 
populace to take the most rudimentary pre- 
cautions against its spread more arduous 
than all the other hard jobs in the Nile Valley 
put togéther. 

Paul Bourget’s Great Victory. 

So far as is known here Paul Bourget’s vic- 
tory in the Paris Civico Tribunal over his 
publisher has never been matched in the 
English-speaking courts. The decision is 
that the publisher is bound to bring all his 
books and vouchers before an arbitrator 
named by the court, and to let the question 
of royalties due on sales be thus publicly de- 
termined. There is talk of testing the opin- 
ion of an English court on the same point, 
and from all I hear the experiment might 
not be wholly without interest in America, 
too. 

„Magda Is Not a Hit. 

I am afraid it must be admitted that Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell has not triumphed in 
„Magda.“ The part is too broad and robust 
for her delicate handling, and it is, more- 
over, loaded with a heavy kind of humor 
for which she has no genius whatever. Ap- 
pearances are all against her being seen long 
in this misfit role.

No Money for Americans. 

In the city a man who has anything to sell 
or to raise money on has only to mention 
that it is American, and everybody turns 
his back automatically. During the last 
month it has been impossible to find a pen- 
ny for the most substantial enterprises and 
the most richly gilded securities which 
Americans could offer. The big Rio Grande 
irrigation scheme, only one of a number 
that would have been snapped up eagerly 
a year ago, is unable to get in even flotation 
expenses... No secret is made of the 
fact that the cause is a universal notion 
here that the masses in America are intent # 
upon a 50 per cent repudiation, which is 
what the 16 to 1 ratio in effect means, and 
under the influence of this feeling English- 
men laugh at the suggestion that they put 
their money into things Americart. 


Good Year for England. 

It has been a fat year in England, how- 
ever. Money is plenty and I am told that 
we are on the threshold of another great 
boom in South African ventures, particularly 
in the Barnato properties. Word has been 
passed round in the city during the last few 
days that the Transvaal trouble has all been 
squared and that more money than ever is 
going to be made in Johannesburg. The up- 
ward movement, of course, has begun al- 
ready, but it is predicted that it will be a 
rush within the next fortnight. 


Are Denouncing Gladstone. 

Gladstone's extraordinary letter to Cardi- 
nal Rampolla has created almost as great 
a fluttering in the theological dovecotes as 
did his famous Vatican pamphlets, His 
nonconformist allies are aghast, and 
Guiness Rogers, Dr. Clifford, and the rest 
are already denouncing him as a senile, 
childish Puseyite.’’ Inside the Established 
Church the excitement is even greater, but 
it is tempered there by an anxious sus- 
picion that the manifesto covers more than 
meets the eye.

All the efforts of the government, of many 
high and influential statesmen, and even of 
the Bishop and Grand Almoner of the Army 
and Palace, to prevent a duel have been un- 
availing, though it is an open secret that 
the Bishop expressed the desire of the Queen 
Regent, who cannot personally interfere. 

The whole affair ought to have been nipped 
in the bud, and might have been, by a stern 
enforcing of the military law and the ordi- 
nary penal code if political consideration 
had not stood in the way. 

Seldom has any military scandal caused 
such a profound, painful sensation. As the 
aged Marshal (he is 67 years old) is crippled 
by corpulence and slow action of the heart, 
it is probable he would be the victim in an 
encounter. Hence popular and military 
sympathy is aroused in his favor in a nation 
ever ready to admire noble and generous im- 
pulses.

INVEST MONEY IN ARMOR PLATES. 


Chicago Capitalists Interested in the. 


Green Invention, Which Is Said 
te Exeel All Others. 


Several Chicago capitalists are about to go 
into the manufacture of armor plates which, 
it is said, are far superior to Harveyized ”’ 
plates, A sample plate is now on exhibition 


at No. 48 South Clinton street. 


According ta figures, the new plate will 
withstand an impact equal to 35,000 pounds 
to the square foot. The sample plate is 5x6 


feet and 6 inches thick and weighs six tons. 


It is constructed of tool steel. The exposed 
surface is highly tempered, and the metal 
grows gradually softer toward the inside 
surface. 

The plate is built in small sections, with 
the individual pieces “ nested ’’ together, so 


to memorize anything. 

“I made a special investigation of the 
cases of ten boys who were from four to five 
years too old for their grades and I learned 
they had made a grade a year up to the time 
they began to smoke cigarets, and that then 
all progress stopped. In March, the Anti- 
Cigaret Society having accomplished won- 
ders in recovering the boys from this habit, 
I talked with every boy who had reformed 
and had not smoked since he joined the so- 
ciety. I found them unanimous in saying 
they felt like different boys. 

The worst truants in my school have 
told me they Kept away from school be- 
cause they were unable to learn their les- 
sons. Some of them ran away at recess be- 
cause of the craving for a smoke, and others 


staid: away altogether because they could 


not possibly go half a day without smoking. 

nese boys confessed there was nothing 
they would not do to get cigarets. One told 
me he worked in a store, and kept out a few 
pennies every day for cigarets. Others re- 
sorted to methods just as dishonest, and all 
said nothing would tempt them to steal 
except the desire to smoke. 

“I have learned with indignation that 
the manufacturers of a new brand of cig- 
arets keep a number of wagons and brass 
bands on the streets, and the agent throws 
samples to the ehildren. Under these cir- 
cumstances it is discouraging to have the 
Board of Education throw a straw in our 
way. We are hampered seriously by being 
unable to command the use of our assembly 
hall for an evening meeting to organize 
for this reform. ese assembly halis 
might be made the centers of the most re- 
fining influence if the teachers were permit- 
ted to assemble their puptis there in the 
evening.“

The City of Chicago last year supplied its 
citizens, in round numbers, with 87,000 mill- 
jonsgalionsof water. This was an average of 
994 million gallons each twenty-four hours, 
or about 160 gallons each day for every man, 
woman, and child in the city. 

And yet this immense quantity of water 

vas not enough, and, today, especially in the 


northwestern and northern parts of the city, 


as well as in parts of Hyde Park and the 
Southwest Division, householders are un- 
able to secure water above the second floor 

and good housewives have to lay in a supply 
over night in order to be able to wash their 
dishes when dinner is over. 

The nominal capacity of the water works 
of Chicago is even greater than this. On 
paper the system is able to supply 357 million 
gallons each twenty four hours, the amount 

_ being divided up as follows:

All these draw their water from the lak 
through tunnels. There are besides small 
pumping stations at Washington Heights 
and Norwood Park, which get their water 
from artesian’ wells. 

Alleged Causes of Lack of Supply. 

All sorts of explanations are given of the 
{inability of the city to furnish a sufficient 
quantity of water at all times to all the cit- 
nens. The most rational one is that it has 
not water enough, and the capacity, both of 
the tunnels and the engines, should be in- 
creased, but this is met with the known fact 
that Chicago furnishes almost twice as 
much water per capita to its inhabitants as 
any other city, and yet there is more com- 
plaint here of insufficient water than in any 
other large city of the world. 

There has been a great deal published and 
said about large consumers, notably firms 
in the Stock-Yards district, stealing water 
from the city by means of secret pipes laid 
around the meters. But if all these stories 
are true the total amount thus taken would 
be so small in comparison with the grand 
total pumped by the city it would not go far 
in accounting for the scarcity. 

One thing is acknowledged on all sides. It 
is that while the total amount of water sup- 
plied during the day is amply sufficient for 
the needs of the city during that twenty- 
four hours, yet at different times during the 

day the use of water varies so much that at 
one hour there will be more in the mains 
than anybody needs, and at another half the 
people cannot get as much as they want. 
Only One Remedy. *

Others asserted it was to 
favor certain contractors at the expense of 
others, and went into court to prove it. 
Fraser & Chalmers filed a bil] in the Circuit 
Court seeking to enjoin the city from carry- 
ing out these contracts, and the lower court 
sustained them and issued an injunction. 
This decision was also sustained in the Ap- 
pellate Court and the matter is now hanging 
in the Supreme Court of the State, where a 
decision is expected shortly. 

If the court decides the injunction is rightly 
issued then the contract will have to be let 
all over again, and it will be a matter of some 
four or five years probably before the new 
pumps can be put in and got in operation. 
If, however, the decision is in favor of the 
Holly people they will go ahead with their 
contracts and a saving of a year or so will 
probably be effected. 

It should be stated in this connection 
that the Holly company was the lowest 
bidder, being some $50,000 below Fraser & 
Chalmers, and the injunction is issued not 
on account of the cost of the pumps, but 
because of the manner in which the contract 
was let. 

When these pumps are finally in the total 
pumping capacity of the City Water-Works 
will be about 450,000,000 gallons a day, and 
this ought to be sufficient for Chicago for 
several years to come. 


Latest Tunnels Finished. 


The latest tunnels to be finished are the 
Lake View, the Sixty-eighth street, and the 
four-mile, with what is known as the South 
Chicago and northwest extension. The 
Lake View tunnel was completed in Novem- 
der, 1895, and its capacity is about 72,000,000 
gallons a day, it having an inside diameter 
of six feet. The pumping capacity at the 
Lake View station, however, is only 31,- 
000,000 gallons, so a large part of Lake Mich- 
igan is unavailable to northern residents of 
the city. 

Lake View, by the way, is one of the heav- 
fest sufferers from water famines whenever 
hot weather comes on, and the new pump 
which was designed for its use is badly 
needed. There have been recent extensions 
to the Sixty-eighth street tunnel which lo- 
cates an intake two miles from shore and 
increases the capacity of the tunnel by about 
50,000,000 gallons a day. This extension has 
an inside diameter of five feet, and a spur 
extends westward which may be extended 
to the shore so that all the water pumped 
from Sixty-eighth street will be taken two 
miles from shore. At present part of it 
comes from the one-mile intake. The total 


little truth there is in it is not known any 
more than how much or how little water 
may have been stolen. At any rate, if all 
the stories told are true, this is but one of 
many causes for the deficiency of water and 
by no means the main one. 

The fact of the matter is all the expedients 
to limit the use of water which have been 
or may be tried have or will prove them- 
selves useless, and the only remedy is to 
supply more water. How to do this is the 
problem to which the water office authori- 
ties must address themselves.

STILL ADHERES TO HIS THEORIES, 


Ex-Mayor Cregier Talks of Chicago’s 
Water-Works System. 

Ex-Mayor De Witt C. Cregier was connect- 
ed in one capacity or another with the City 
Water Works from 1853 to 1891, and natur- 
ally he still has a lively interest in all that 
pertains to this department of the munici- 
pal machinery. As early as sixteen years 
ago he recommended the extension of the 
tunnel through the northwestern parts of 
the city, and the establishment of a pump- 
ing station in that section to relieve the 
pumping machinery at the Chicago avenue 
station. He still adheres to the theories 
he then advanced. 

“There is the strangest popular miscon- 
ception about this matter,“ he said yester- 
day when he was asked to give his opinion 
about the best means to remedy existing 
deficiencies. It is generally believed there 
will be plenty of water in all parts of the city 
when the new tunnels are finished. Who is 
responsible for this belief I shall not at- 
tempt to say, but I do know there is likely 
to be disappointment if tunnels are all ihat 
will be relied upon. 

„A million tunnels would not give a particle 
of relief to second and third story flats with- 
out increased pumping facilities. The pres- 
ent pumping machinery is wholly inade- 
quate. Part of it was designed and erected 
for the needs of a village. One engine has 
been pumping away for forty-four years, 
It would continue to do the same service 
for forty years more if it is not replaced by 
a modern article. 

„% The engine is all right, and there is a 
disinclination in some quarters to throw it 
away. The trouble is it occupies valuable 
ground. I would suggest, if there isso much 
affection for the old engine that the city au- 


thorities be willing to sell it for old iron, it

It should be 
replaced by an engine equal to or better than 
the 72 engine, designed by myself. which has

In addition to this there ought to be two 
new stations in the new western territory 
with 40,000,000 capacity daily. They would 
render much greater service than additional 
pumping force nearer the lake, as there 
would be much less friction. The loss of 
power by friction is something tremendous 
even now, and it would be largely increased 
with the increase of velocity given by addi- 
tional engines. With the sou de of demand 
located far from the engines it is hard to 
keep water in the stand pipe, pump as fast 
and strong as one may. 

“It is a curious fact that in 1852 the vote 
to establish city water works was so close 
a single ward could have defeated the plan. 
The people had wells and were well satisfied 
—if the joke may be excused. I remember 
buying water while I was satationed at the 
Chicago avenue station for 10 cents a bar- 
rel, though I lived only fotir blocks from the 
works. The distribution pipes had not 
reached my street. By the end of 1853 there 
were only thirty miles of pipe, and the daily 
consumption was less than half-a million. 
Since then the city area has increased from 
forty to 183 square miles, the population 
has been doubled time and again, and the 
consumption has increased from 150,000,000 
to 200,000,000 gallons a day, according to the 
weather. 

There is no doubt much waste, but not all 
of that is reprehensible. The sewer system 
is from the nature of things sugh that a 
large volume of water is needed to keep the 
drains in wholesome condition. It should 
not be forgotten, either, that the water 
works are exceedingly profitable to the city. 
The rates have been reduced from time to 
time until the city now has the cheapest 
water in the country, but still there is a 
large profit for the city. 

Whenever the water questian is dis- 
cussed it should be remembered the capacity 
of the tunnels it not to be measured by their 
size, but by the volume pumped out of them. 
Water does not run up hill without assist- 
ance.”’

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


CAR FERRY COMPANY ALLOWED A 
SMALL DIFFERENTIAL. 


Chicago-St. Paul Lines Reach an 
Agreement, Which Is a Compromise 
Changes in, Suburban Train Serv- 
ice on the Chicago and Northwest- 
ernm—Northern Pacific Grants Spe- 
cial Rates to Civil Engineers for 
Their Meeting in San Francisco. 


The Chicago-St. Paul roads have concluded 
to allow the Lake Michigan Car Ferry com- 
pany a small differential on carload freight 
between Chicago and St. Paul. 

Announcement was made in THE TRIB- 
UNE yesterday of an agreement made be- 
tween the car fefry and the steamboat lines 
whereby the latter maintains its differen- 
tial on the basis of 10 cents first-class, and 
the former takes a differential of 7 cents 
first-class below the all-rail rates. 

This action left the choice to the rallroads 
either to resume hostilities against the Lake 
Michigan Car Ferry line or to make peace 
by granting that line a differential rate. 

They were not willing, however, to grant 
it the differential rate it demanded, and a 
committee therefore held a conference with 
the officials of the Soo line upon which 
the car ferry has to depend for its outlet to 
St. Paul, and an agreement was reached 
allowing the car ferry a differential rate on 
the basis of five cents first-class. 


SUBURBAN TIME TABLES CHANGED. 


Chicago and Northwestern Puts on 
New and Additional Trains. 

Important changes in the suburban train 
service of the Chicago and Northwestern 
go into effect today. The train for Elm- 
hurst, which heretofore left Chicago at 8:20 
a. m., will leave hereafter at 8:15 a. m. daily 
except Sunday.

WONDERFUL LUCK OF JOHN PIERCE. 


Picked Up a Stone to Throw at a Cow 
and Now He Has $250,000 tn Gold. 
San Francisco Examiner: John Pierce is 

a Tombstone, Arts., miner who up to 4 year 

and a half ago had difficult work to provide 

the necéssaries of life for himself and fam- 
ily. He ts now in this city with $250,000 in 
gold coin to his credit. It is another story 


of a lucky, find of rich gold and silver bear- 
ing quartz. 

Pierce is the name of the new camp, just 
coming into prominence, about thirty miles 
northeast of Tombstone. It is made more 
conspicuous because in addition to its great 
ore richness it is about the only gold camp in 
the Territory. Already there are 500 peopie 
there, and empty houses from Tombstone 
are being taken there bodily. An English 
syndicate has secured the Pierce ledge and 
has organized with a million and a half of 
dollars, and it is said that there ig a pros- 
pect of the new camp rivaling Cripple Creek, 
in Colorado, 

Pierce was seen at his hotel soon after his 
arrival a few daysago. He tells an interest- 
ing story of his discovery and of his sudden 
change in position from a man without a 
dollar to one who can be considered fairly 
wealthy. He is a Cornishman, about 50 
years of age, with little or no education, and 
who appears totally unaware, as yet, of 
what his fortune can do for him. 

About four years ago,” said he, I took 
up a claim about thirty miles northeast of 
Tombstone. There was a water hole in the 
mountains, and 1 tock the place in order to 
get the water so I could raise a few head of 
stock. There was not much to be made from 
it, and as | was broken dewn from hard work 
with «a pick, my folks had to help out in the 
living. One day, about = months ago 
I was driving the cows home at night, and 
was upward of four miles away from my 
ranch, when, in cressing a little ledge where 
there was an outcropping of rock, I stooped 
down and picked up a piece of stone to throw 
at one of the cows, when I noticed how 
heavy it was. 

“Upon closer examination I saw what 
‘looked Hke good quarts, and I took home sev- 
eral pieces of the rock and horned it out 
The result showed considerable gold. I went 
back and got more rock and took it into 
Tombstone the next day, an assay 
showed me that I had found a rich mine. 
The ledge where I picked up the rock was not 
over 400 feet from & road that had been 
traveled for years. It was just luck I found 


it. 

Pierce went on to state that as he had no 
money himself he d to do ali the devel- 
oping work on as scale. He managed to 
take out several tons of ore and ship it away. 
The result from this shipment was over 
$3,000. With this amount of money he sunk 
a shaft and opened his claim so that it was 
possible to ascertain the extent of the ledge. 
After this work been accomplished 


the year was up, which 
Mr. Pietce got a draft on San Francisco

By the simple act of declining 
to reply the stlent one would unmistakably 
demonstrate that he was socially superior 
to the other, and would probably emphasize 
the fact by a cool survey through his mono- 
cle of the fellow who dared address him.

Big John McNally. 

John H. McNally is one of the tall men 
ornamenting the Central Detail. John is 
only 2¥ years of age, but he carries a weight 
of 230 pounds and stands 6 feet 4% inches. 
He is a superb specimen of manhood, and a 
physical encounter with him would prove 


the force five years and until recently was 
crossing man at Lake and Clark streets. 
He is now assigned to night duty. 

McNally’s famous battle with “ Bull” 
Stanton, a South Halsted street thug, is still 
remembered in the Desplaines Street Station. 
Stanton afterwards met his fate, being shot 
and killed by Policeman Kellogg. Stanton 
had a penchant for assaulting policemen, 
raging like a wild bull when interr pted in 
his pastimes by officers of the law. Vie was 
a big six-foot specimen of worthless humani- 
ty, strong as an ox and as hard as an oak 
timber. He loved to fight and was versed 
in all the pleasing specialties of “‘ gouging,” 
“ gilling,” and kicking. He was a dangerous 
customer for any policeman. 

It fell to McNally’s lot one evening to run 
across Stanton while shooting “‘ craps” on 
the sidewalk near Boston avenue. And then 
came one of the most desperate conflicts 
in that neighborhood of ferocious battles. 
Stanton snarled like an angry bull dog when 
seized by the policeman and caught McNally 
by the belt, attempting to draw the police- 
man’s face near so that he could bite off his 
nose. McNally was in such shape that he 
could not get at his club, and moreover it 
required all his strength to keep the fangs of 
his ‘opponent from his face. The two men 
fell to the ground in a dreadful embrace, and 
McNally finally got his fingers around the 
brute’s throat. 

He clung to the man’s wind pipe until 
Stanton’s eyes rolled in agony. Then came 
the club treatment. It was the first sound 
beating Stanton had ever received, and after 
it was all over he was dragged to the box 
by McNally unaided. The officer called the 
wagon and loaded his bleeding prisoner in 
it. The ignominy for Stanton was terrible. 
To be thrashed by one policeman was the 
depth of humiliation. Stanton never quite 
recovered his prestige among his associates.

At the 
first German Sängerbund Fest in 1865 Mohr’s 
hymn for male chorus and orchestra was sung and 
was afterward awarded first prize. Mr. Mohr con- 
ducted for twelve years the United Berlin Singing 
Societies, founded the Mohr Conservatory at Ber- 
lin in 1870, which still flourishes, and compiled 
several musical text books of value. In 1888 he 
came to America. He had conferred upon him 
the title of Royal Musical Director by Emperor 
William II. 

The production of two movements from Gold- 
mark’s ‘Cricket on the Hearth’ by Dr. Richter 
on Monday evening has again reopened the ques- 
tion whether Goldmark's opera is suitable for 
production in London.“ says the London Era. 
The simplest way of answering that question is 
Sir Augustus Harris’ own opinion, derived from 
a visit paid to the Vienna Opera-House, where 
‘The Cricket on the Hearth’ was performed.

They have 
turned Dot into a tall, buxom housewife, attired 
in German costume, with an apron and red strings 
to it, and she is always making soup over a Ger- 
man stove. They have turned Honest John Peery- 
bingle into a smart postilion to a postman’s cart; 
they have converted Tackleton, the morose toy 
manufacturer, into a middle-aged fellow with long

HOW WOMENSHOULD RIDE: 


FEW KNOW ANYTHING OF THE THE- 


ORY INVOLVED. 


Timely Hints in Regard to the Use of: 


the Pedals and What Wonders Can 
Be Done with the Foot—When It Is 
Advisable to Back Pedal—Figure 
Wheeling Is Excellent Practice— 
Steering a Subject for Serious Con- 
sideration—Some of the Postures, 
(Copyrighted, 1896, by Brentano’s.] 
Many wheelwomen.can ride a bicycle well, 
but few know anything of the theory in- 
volved in the art. Pedaling and steering 
have come to them naturally with the aid 
of a few often incorrect suggestions from 
their first instructor. But there is a scien- 


.tific method of pushing the wheel and most 


of the women riders of the city would make 
great improvement by following it. This is 
especially true of pedaling. 

There are three important methods of con- 
trolling the bicycle—namely, steering by the 
hands, guiding by foot-pressure on the ped- 


als, and guiding by the swaying of the body; 


and these methods may be used separately 


or in combination. 


The wheels are kept in motion either by 
pedaling or simply by gravity in descending 
a grade, The use of the hands on the han- 
dlebar is two-fold for the inexperienced— 


-for steering and correcting undue pressure 


on the pedals. The hand opposite the pedal 
that receives too much pressure corrects the 
tendency of the bicycle by an extra pull on 
the handlebars. This is good exercise, but 


able, though a 


Here the toe-clip helps, and holds the foot on 
the pedal in the place where the tendeney to 
leave it is greatest, Balanced pedaling is a 
little different, and weight-pressure on the 
pedal is used as a factor to overcome the 
front wheel. j ; 

Use the weight as much as possible to 
propel, and reserve the push for hard grade- 
work. Keep the knees well turned in; it 
squares the foot and prevents the ankle from 
receiving hard knocks. When the knee is 
turned out the ankle bones are turned in, and 
so receive many a bruise that could have 
been avoided. To keep the ankles from in- 
— turn the knees in and ride square 
eg. 

Controlling a bicycle. on a down grade re- 
quires pressure on the ascending pedal. 
Point the heel down or hold the toe up, and 
an even pressure will be maintained. Let 
the lift come with the heel well squared and 
the legs straight as possible, the weight to 
be supplied at the right point on the up- 
stroke to control the machine. Always use 
the weight when possible as a supplementary 
driving power. 

Different Kinds of Pedals. 

The pedals differ in construction and in 

material, being differently adapted for rac- 


‘ing arid road work. A pedal.with a good 


broad resting surface for the foot is comfort- 
‘‘rat-trap pedal used with 
a stiff-soled shoe is lighter and preferable. 
Toeclips are desirable for those who can use 
them easily, N ce they are dan- 
gerous, being Hable to, cause the mishaps 
they are intended to prevent, ‘Bxperienced 
bicyclers prefer any discgmfort.to that ‘of 
a lost pedal, and when wheeling with only a 
light, even pressure, toeélips are good re- 
minders; but their ‘principal use is to apply 
more power and help the foot to carry the 
pedal around and back. 

The swaying af the body controls. the bi- 
eycle from the saddle. In walking the bicy- 
cle about it is soon perceived that it may 
be directed by holding the saddle only. The

NOVEL NEW 


Made of Cork and Aluminum with a 
Revolving Peak. 

Five separate springs, a revolving peak, and 
@ large expanse of aluminum and cork are 
the characteristics of the latest novelty in 
bicycle saddles. This new type of seat is a 
surprise to all beholders. It contains an 
aluminum base, supported on steel springs 
something in the order of the usual type of 
saddle. But above the base is the saddle 
proper, built also of aluminum and faced 
with cork. Four small springs between the 
upper part and the base are inserted to 
lessen the jar. 

The most remarkable feature of this two- 
storied saddle is the horn or peak. This con-

is a useless expenditure of force, and cannot 
be prolonged without great fatigue. It is 
the work of hill-climbing done on the level. 
The feet are on the pedals and the natural 
tendency is to press equally at all times on 
both pedals and pull at the same time on 
both handles. One pedal must descend and 
the other ascend; they are attached to the 
same axle, which is turned by either or both 
pedals. | 
How to Use Pedals. 

As the pedals are always on opposite sides 
of a circle one is always coming up, and its 
upward tendency is resisted by any press- 
ure, however slight. The lifting of the foot, 
therefore, from the ascending pedal mears 
easy wheeling. This is one of the hardest 
things to realize. If there is little or no 
pressure to.resist from the up-coming pedal 
it is necessary to expend but little force to 
propeloor push the down pedal; only enough, 
indeed, -to overcome the weight or inertia 
of the bicycle and the bicyclist and of surface 
friction, provided there is no grade. 

The handle-hars should at all times be 
ready to receive a sudden grip or squeeze. 
Grip the handles hard when you want to 
hold on, and only pull as much as is absolute- 
ly necessary; for if the arms are stiff and 
rigid from pulling on the bars they will not 
be sensitive enough to control the bicycle. 

The handles of the bar are the ends of a 
pair of levers; and the nearer the hand to 
the center of the bar the less power is need- 
ed to oppose the other hand. When there 
is a tendency to pull hard on the handles 
gradually slip the hands near the middle of 


pressure comes from the saddle, and the bi- 
cycle is swayed by the rider by leg pressure 
against the saddle. There is little or no 
shoulder movement, and the body, though 
flexible, does not move perceptibly. 

When starting a machine hold it well bal- 
anced by the handlebars and know how 
much inclination to allow. Take hold and 
mount steadily and easily, and move off 
quietly, noting the running of the bicycle. 
Gradually increase the speed, leaning a lit- 
tle forward to lessen ahy sudden strain and 
to help the push on the pedals. Then in- 
crease the stroke to the desired speed, and 
the machine will take care of itself. Speed 
power may be increased, and it is good prac- 
tice to slow up and start again at will. 

Figure wheeling, with a good leader, fs 
capital practice to insure steadiness and in- 
crease the power of control over the bicycle. 
It is not easy to stop suddenly when going at 
a good rate of speed, and it is well to know 
your limit of distance in such a case; nor is 
it easy to spring alertly from the saddle 
when bringing up in a dangerous position, 
even when frightened into doing it. Back- 
pedal hard, grip with the hands and press 
down, holding the bicycle still as you reach 
the ground. The pedals will not get in the 
way, and it is well to remember not to let go 
of the machine if vou do not want to get 
hurt. To jump off and hold the bicycle may 
at times prevent collisions, 

Steering is a subject for serious considera- 
tion; a sharp eye, quick determination, con- 
stant care, and a steady hand are needed. A 
knowledge of steering is essential for safe

He. said they were on their way from 
Mexico to San Augustin, and had camped 
on the banks of a little creek, supposed to be 
the Davidson Creek, when their sentinels 
were driven in, followed by a flight of ar- 
rows and enough musket balls to show them 
that they were outnumbered ten to one. 
hey fought the Indians as best they could 
during a greater part of the night. Just be- 
fore day the commander of the train or- 
dered the men to saddle their horses and 
pack the mules. The pack mules bearing the 
gold were surrounded by the escort, and the 
train began to march through the woods 
on the west bank of the little creek, north 
of the old road, toward the west. The In- 
dians pursued them and kept up a continu- 
ous attack. They had not moved more than 
a mile before they found that they were 
again surrounded, and the air was so full 
of arrows and musket balis that it began to 
look as if the chance of escaping was small 
indeed. Day was breaking, and the Mex- 
ans felt that daylight would enable the 
Indians, concealed behind trees, to shoot 
down the members of the pack train in a 
few moments. 

They were in a swamp and the pack mules 
that were loaded with the treasure were 
standing in water nearly up to their bellies. 
The Mexican commander ordered the treas- 
ure sacks to be cut loose from the pack sad- 
dies. This was done in a few moments, and 
the gold fell into the water and sank into the 
mud. They moved a little away, and then, 
abandoning everything, they formed a solid 
column and charged through the Indian 
lines and escaped. They lost three men and 
had several wounded. Fortunately they had 
with them one man who knew something of 
the country, and in a half-famished condi- 
tion, six days afterward, they reached San 
Antonio. The Mexican commander, who 
was perhaps the only man who closely ob- 
served the landmarks where the treasure 
sacks were cut loose from the pack mules, 
Was killed shortly after he returned to San 
Antonio in a duel. 

During the succeeding years, some five or 
six before the Texas Revolution and the de- 
feat of Santa Anna, a half dozen expedi- 
tions went in search of this gold, but the 
Mexicans always claimed that it had never 
been found. Mr. Bee, the veteran soldier, 
Was no sooner discharged from the army 
than he followed the old San Antonio road 
to Davidson Creek, and spent all one sum- 
mer looking for the treasure. In fact, he 
moved into the neighborhood and lived there 
several years, and spent half of his time 
prowling about through the woods looking 
for bullets in the trees. He found these 
and arrow heads at one place in abundance, 
but the little swamp continued to elude him. 
He had great faith in the story that the old 
Mexican had told him in Monterey, and be- 
fore he died he bequeathed all that he knew 
of the lost treasure to one of his friends. 
He said that there were twelve pack mules, 
and that each. of them carried about $25,000 
in gold, most of it in coin, but the Mexican 
told him that some of it was in bars. To the 
day of his death the old man carried in his 
pocket a chart made on sheepskin, which 
he and the old Mexican made out in Mon- 
terey. It Was a perfect map of the old San 
Antonio road, with all its crooks ard cross- 
ings of streams, from the ford on the Colo- 
rado to Davidson Creek. The treasure, he 
firmly believed, was within a mile of this 
crossing, and on the west side of the creek. 
At one time old man Bee went off some- 
where and purchased an instrument which 
venders guaranteed would point with un- 
erring. certainty to the very spot where the 
Fold was hidden in the earth. With this 
instrument in his hand he went about dig- 
ging holes in the ground during one whole 
summer. Deer hunters and cowboys are still 
swearing at the old man about these exca- 
vations, for their horses occasionally stum- 
bie into them yet. Mr. Bee’s successor in 
the secret, the man to whom he bequeathed 
the chart, did not have so much faith in the 
existence of the buried treasure as did the 
old veteran, but it is known that he con- 
sulted fortune-tellers and clairvoyants and 
dug more than one hole in the earth on the 
banks of Davidson Creek. For a good many 
years the story of the lost treasure was 
often retold, and there were not a few peo- 
ple who regarded it as something more than 
a myth. As the years passed, it became 
a vague, shadowy thing, which only lingered 
in the minds of a few old citizens.

From what Janes could 
learn he thinks they estimated the value of 
the recovered gold at about $300,000, 
Janes, after having endured the old man’s 
demonstrative embrace and parting bless- 
ing, reached Laredo in a few hours, where he 
boarded express train and came home, 
hugging his $20 gold pieces-very closely, for 
he had more money in his pocket than he had 
ever had before in all his life. 
A citizen of this county by the name of 
Shane was a member of the party which 
went down into the bottom with Janes to see 
the excavation that the Mexicans had made, 
where they found the gold. He at one time 
had helped old man Bee to hunt for the lost 
treasure. He. told us that the old man had 
walked over that place a hundred times, and 
he showed us where the unfortunate treas- 
ure hunter had cut bullets out of the trees 
and where he had dug a hole in the earth 
not twenty feet from the spot where more 
than a quarter of a million lay beneath 
scarcely two feet of sand. Nearly every one 
in town confirms Janes’ story as to the pres- 
ence of the Mexicans here during the last 
days of April. The gentleman who owns the 
land where the gold was found says that he 
noticed the Mexicans and wondered why they 
remained camped on the roadside so long— 
three or four days—and as the old story of 
the lost treasure flitted through his mind he 
had a notion of watching them.

flow are the stores of money which ac- 
cumulate in Chicago protected from the evils 
by which cash changes uniawfully from 
man to man? 

Within the United States Subtreasury at 
Chicago and the many banks of the city are 
millions of dollars in gold, silver, and notes 
stored away. There is enough of it to gixe 
every man, woman, and child in the city a 
bright, new bicycle as a Fourth of July 
‘gift, though there is some doubt whether 
it will be used for that purpose. Much of 
this money never sees light, but remains 
in its bundles or canvas bags, and makes 
business possible by its simple existence. 
Part of it comes and goes, is here one day 
and there another, but it is much the small- 
er part. Since man has learned that there is 
no poorer or more dangerous way of 
taking care of riches than for each 
and every possessor to have a small 
strong box let into the wall at the 
head of his bed, and has found out that 
the sure way is to put the money in a safe 
spot and do business with bits of paper in- 
stead, the banks have become the containers 
ot the hard cash of the Nation. All this cash 
must be and is protected from the rust 
which corrupts and thieves which break in 
and steal, the chief care being exercised 
in the matter of the thieves. 

With’ millions of money to take care of, 
and hundréds of neighbors who are not too 
honest to take in charge any stray capital 
‘which cai be appropriated without too 
much certainty of prolonged confinement, it 
would seemtkat the bank officials had rather 
a hard row to hoe. Yet the fact that the 
losses through cracksmen and kindred 
endeavorers are comparatively slight shows 
that protection has been found. Itis a work, 
however, which has taxed the ingenuity of 


man. 

There is nothing on earth so convenient 
to steal as money, and there is nothing which 
is so absolutely certain to fill every man’s 
long-felt wants. There was once a man in 
Chicago who stole a house bodily from its 
foundations, and another who stole a de- 
livery wagon full of goods, and still another 
who stole a flagpole so large that its own- 
ers were u doubt as to how best to move it, 
but these were unusual cases where the 
man and the opportunity came. together. 
In the case of money, wherever five pennies 


have been gathered and converted into a 


nickel, there is some man whose fingers itch 
and the banks which have money in 
chargé are fo to provide carefully 
against so unf nate a contingency as its 
sudden loss. They have to guard against 
both the attack of a mob and the practiced 
cracksmen, and trained 


ployed by a firm of safe experts 

who makes this statement: 

There are seven men in America able to 
open any lock ever made. I am one of 
them. The six others are in various State 
prisons.” 


Small Loss Through Cracksmen. 
P because of the care taken to pro- 
3 for the six accomplished gen- 
tlemen mentioned there is little loss from 
such causes in Chicago. It is seldom that 
a n gets a chance at the vault door 
of any of the large banks, and in nearly 
case where money has been lost by 
bank it has been through the dis- 
of employés.

The chief dependence of the 
banks is upon the watchmen, though less

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refuse to trust banks, the system of guards is 
the same as that employed elsewhere, but the 
vaults differ somewhat in construction. 
Their size, of course, depends wholly upon 
the necessities of the company, but gener- 
ally they are larger, perhaps twice the size 
of the vaults, and their construction, 


as nearly as they can be made, and are per- 
haps the result of more thought on the pos- 
sibility of mobs than any other strong box 
except that at the Subtreasury. Commonly 
their foundation is the same as that of the 
bank vaults, concrete and steel beams, a 
combination almost impossible to dig 
through. The roof is of steel beams and 
masonry. The walls, roof, and floor are 
tied together with steel rods so strongly that 
the entire vault is like a big box, which 
might almost be lifted from its place with- 
— damage. This is the common construc- 
tion. 

A more unusual one, of which there is at 
least one example in Chicago, is found in 
the use of chilled fron blocks for building 
material. The blocks of chilled tron—the 
same material:as is used in carwheels—are 
several feet square and sixteen or eighteen 
inches thick. With them the vault is lined. 
During the day a door of iron bars shuts out 
those who have no right within the walls, 
and at night a sliding door of chilled iron, 
weighing several tons and operated by 
gear, is closed. The vault is said to be absé- 
lutely mob proof, meaning of course by 
„ mob proof that a mob would be unable 
to break into it within a reasonable time 
for the bringing up of troops. It has been 
estimated that experienced workmen, armed 
with all the necessary tools, would be un- 
able to enter the vault in less than two days, 
and that it would defy even dynamite for a 
considerable time, as it is almost impossible 
to drill the walls for the admission of a 
charge. This has been pretty well proved, 
for some time ago it became necessary to 
drill one of the.blocks of chilled iron and 
nearly two days were consumed in the 
work. ; 

In case of any general disturbance the 
banks and the Subtreasury have first the 
police and then the troops to call upon for 
aid. The help of the police can be immedi- 
ately secured at any time and upon the 
shortest of warnings. The help of the troops 
can, of course, be obtained only through the 
Sheriff and the Governor. By the time that 
any trouble had reached a point where the 
accumulations of money were threatened 
it is more than likely that the troops would 
be already at hand, and any one who with 
inward trembling looked into the mouths 
of the rapid fire guns posted at the corners 
of the Federal Building at the time during 
the Debs strike when there were rumors of 
an attack on the Subtreasury, has without 
doubt a fitti realization of the unpleas- 
antness attendant upon a brush with Uncle 
Sam's boys. 


TIMES WHEN A MAN SHOULD LAUGH. 


Reflections on the Laws of Appropriate 
Laughter — True Philosopher’s 
Guide—Some Sample Jokes. 


New York Sun: Law and order, says the 
wise woman, are wonderful things. They 
will inspire awe if properly contemplated. 
The taste for so contemplating them is, how- 
ever, like the taste for tobasco, not innate, 
but acquired. To the natural man, him of 
the as yet non-spiritual body, they made but 
scant appeal. The natural man is, in these 
times and lands, usually a boy, and he 
evinces his indifference to the majestic beau- 
ty of system in uncounted ways. One way 
in which he manifests his objection to sys- 
tem is in his laugther. He laughs when he 
cheoses, at what he chooses, and, for the 
most part, where he chooses. 

As, however, the wise .woman continues, 
the crude, unpolished boy of 14 develops 
through the spiritualizing influences of po- 
lite society into the well-polished man of 34, 
he acquires for law a reverence which 
amounts almost to a passion. He governs 
the whole course of his life by rule, not his 
work merely, but even his pleasures. Think 
of it! Nothing is left to the chance direction 
of impulse or spontaneity, not even a laugh. 
The untrained boy laughed when he chose. 
Society laughs when laughter is appropriate, 
and has fixed rules defining the word ap- 
propriate.” f 

The nature of these rules for laughter is 
s0 mysterious to the uninitiated that an 
ignoramus in society lore, a learned philos- 
opher, for example, on trying to enter the 
charmed circle, would probably find his 
sense of humor even more in ‘need of discip- 
line than his taste in neckties. The question 
between the dress coat and the Tuxedo 
would be but as the metric system in its 
simplicity compared with the complex in- 

calculus of the question when to 
laugh, when:to keep silent. Society might 
be induced to pardon, or possibly fo adore as 
an eccentricity, even a bathrobe at dinner, 
but any unconventionality in a man’s sense 
of humor marks its owner as a bore. So- 
ciety’s joking habits are of long standing. 


with tact. There are certain subjects, the 
philosopher must learn, which he must 


he must greet with laughter whenever any 
similarly trained person mentions them. 
These are the permanent jokes, the jokes 
that are always laughable. Their humor 
does not depend, the philosopher should 
observe, upon any originality of 
treatment. It lies in themselves. As 
the snake is innately repulsive. to 
man, so these subjects are  intrin- 
sically humorous. Take the idea of an un- 
happy marriage; that is an intrinsically hu- 
morous idea. It is brought out in various 
ways. One way that is very popular is to 
have Brown say: Hello, Jones! Going out 
of town, eh? Wife going with you?” And 
to have Jones answer: No; going on a 
pleasure trip this time.” The joke gains 
an added flavor if the marriage is between 
an impecunious English nobleman and an 
American heiress. Any little slur that can 
be cast upon a husband's inattention to his 
wife is particular taking, as: Who's that 
with De Smythe?” His wife.” That 
can’t be; I saw him pick up her fan a moment 
." “They’ve only been married a fort- 
night,” or he's just received the bill.” 
Either ending is witty. , 
Another intrinsically laughable subject is 
women. Anything about a woman who said 
anything mean about another woman, or any 
mistakes that women make in banking, or 
anything abut their curiosity, or their fond- 
ness for changing their minds, or their in- 
ability to cook, or the cost of their bonnets 
is irresistibly funny. Take that woman who 
overdrew her bank account and sent a check 
— the — bank — pay her debt. Hasn’t 
e amus you for years? A 
fond of her? * Aren't you

Philadelphia slow is this joke. It is quite 
generally made by having some Bostonian 
speak Greek and by mentioning that the 
Philadelphians are just getting ready to go 
to the World’s Fair or to some other well- 
known and long-past event.

aay list of permanent jokes must, of 
course, mention the plumber, the gas-fitter, 
and the artist. The philosopher must train 
himself to hail all these th-provoking 
names with glee. The amusiffg thing about 
the plumber is that his charges are high. 
This item of expense is also amusing when it 
is mentioned in connection with a gas-fitter. 
It looses all suggestion of the humorous, 
however, when it is found in connection with 
either a cigar or a bicycle dealer. There is 
a delicate distinction in these matters which 
the philosopher will do well to observe. As 
to artists, the funny thing about them is 
that they sometimes paint poor pictures. 

A complete analysis of the permanent 
jokes seems, with man’s present limitations, 
impossible. The most familiar things of life 
defy analysis, The main subjects have, 
however, been mentioned, and present an al- 
most unlimited variety when it is remem- 
bered that not only are these subjects them- 
selves humorous, but they gain in humor by 
being combined. Could one only combine 
them all—make, for instance, an impecunious 
English Earl and a Chicago-footed Ameri- 
can heiress, who had been educated in Bos- 
ton and was living in Philadelphia, marry, 
for wealth and title respectively, then make 
the plumber’s bill for renovating the me- 
dieval style of washbowls prevalent on the 
English family estate greater than the 
amount of the heiress’ dower; work in a gas- 
fitter and make the groom mistake sheep for 
cows in a painting presented by an artist 
friend, and, if possible, have the bridegroom 
send one of his wife’s biscuit to a geologist— 
what possibilities lie spread before one! 

Leaving now these good old permanent 
jokes, good for all time, we would indicate 
to the poor stray philosopher another class 
of jokes, likewise permanent in a sense, for 
they can never be said to die, but to be 
called more properly annuals,“ because 
they are ripe only at certain seasons in 
each year. There is the joke about the girl 
and the mistletoe, and the small boy's let- 
ter to Santa Claus, and there are the foot- 
ball jokes, and the jokes about the June 
graduates and how mistaken they are in 
thinking that they know anything. Then 
there is the joke about the summer girl and 
her engagements and how she is not at 
home in the fall, and the joke about the 
perennially ignorant young man from the 
city who never can learn anything about 
the country, and asks if fishbites are poison- 
ous er mistakes potatoes for wheat. He is 
captivating. 

Besides the annuals there is another varie- 
ty of jokes which are sometimes funny and 
sometimes not, but the humor of these is 
not dependent upon the seasons. There are 
some jokes that are amusing when ladies 
are present, but babyish when men are alone. 
In return for these there are jokes, tear- 
bringing jokes, that lose all their humor 
and should produce merely a look of bored 
endurance the moment a lady enters the 
room. Nothing with a damn in it is amusing 
in the presence of a lady, although the 
whole essence of its humor may lie in the 
word damn when the lady is absent. 
The philosopher must disabuse his mind of 
the idea that humor remains humor under 
all circumstances. 

There are some jokes which depend for 
their humor on the presence of their sub- 
jects, and others which lose all flavor the 
moment their subjects enter. For example, 
it is highly laughable to remark, in the pres- 
ence of a lawyer, that after a lawyer is 
dead he lies still,“ but one sees no point 
in the remark if the lawyer is ab- 
sent. The Englishman joke, on the con- 
trary, loses its existence on the arrival of the 
Englishman. Even that story in which we 
have all delighted, the one about the English- 
man who saw no humor in the sign Three 
miles to Yonkers—if you can’t read inquire 

of the blacksmith,”’ and who finally explained 
his American friend's laughter by saying 
Aw, I see—the blacksmith might have been 
out,“ causes an effect of positive gloom upon 
all American hearers when Englishmen are 
present. The Englishmen seem frequently 
to relish it very much, Just here it is per- 
} haps well to suggest to the philosopher, since 
otherwise he would probably see no reason 
for so doing, that it is customary in all Anglo- 
American stories to make the Englishman 
the man who fails to see the joke. The 
American ‘joking habit makes this demand. 
There are also some jokes that are like pat- 
ent leather shoes, sometimes in,“ some- 
times “out.” No philosopher could learn 
why. Puns are of this class. Once every 
one laughed at them, then no one laughed at 
them. Now people laugh at some and not at 
others. Any particularly meaningless pun, 
such as: 

The maiden slept. The artist came, and 
with his yellow ochre,” is very laughable 
just now. 

Besides the permanent jokes and the an- 
| mual jokes, and the jokes that pass and re- 
appear in the changes of fashion, there are 
other jokes which appear to bloom gayly for 
A season and then pass into darkness for- 
ever. The dry Sunday joke was of this sort: 
the bloomer girl can scarce hold a twelve- 
month more, but must fellow her predeces- 
sor, the typewriter joke, into the river. 
The new woman joke will join her there, 
too, some day, perhaps, with its ever- 
recurring God made her, let her pass for a 
man.“ It is these jokes that will perplex 
the philosopher most, and advice about 
them is hard to give. The X gay jokes 
seem good for some time yet, and any of the 
new political jokes will of course call for 
laughter. In general we should advise the 
philosopher, until he loses the philosopher in 
the social star, to keep, in his own talk, 
quite strictly to the old, well established 
oft-tried permanent jokes, and to greet 
those of the other varieties that he hears 
in the talk of others with a look of encour- 
agement and a smile, reserving his laugh 
until he gets a cue from.somie more prac- 
ticed auditor.

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INVENTS A CLATROSCOPE. 


WONDERFUL APPARATUS DESIGNED 
BY A WEST SIDE SCIENTIST, 


— 


It Enables Him to See Through Bricks 
and Other Opaque Objects and A- 
parently Much Resembles the Mich- 
igan Man's Invention Recently De- 
scribed in The Tribune—His Neigh- 
bors See It and Are Greatly Aston- 
ished—He Will Not Patent It. 

Over on the West Side a spectacled dab- 
bler in science has a laboratory in which 
he spends most of his leisure time, and the 
result of his experiments is invariably 
something that vastly interests his curious 
and scientific friends. Two weeks ago he 
announced to his family that he had discov- 
ered an entirely new law of nature, and fhat 
by the application of electricity of a certain 
intensity to any opaque object he was able 
to render it entirely transparent. 

A day or two later while glancing over a 
copy of THE TRIBUNE he startled them by 
an exclamation of surprise. 

„Here,“ he said as he dropped the paper 
for a moment, e a wonderful coincidence. 
Some Michigan man has made a discovery 
so like mine that it would be hard to beſleve 
one of us was not imitating the appliance 
of the other. Listen.” And he read a special 
telegram to the paper which included the 
following: 

„The exposed portion of Hart’s device—he 
maintains secrecy as to the interior working 
and mechanism of it—consists of a base of 
2x3 wood à foot long. On either end, with 
an aperture the same size between them, he 
has erected two boxes about 2% inches 
square. On top of either is a spool wrapped 
with insulated wire and in each box Hart 
says he has a small storage battery. Each

spool of wire is connected with the opposite 
box by wire. The two sides of the box 
lengthwise of the block pedestal have win- 
dows set opposite so that a view can be had 
through the two boxes at the same glance. 
The spectator looks and sees daylight. A 
section of vitrified brick is put in the space 
between the two boxes, a sorew is turned, 
and the daylight is still there, and more, a 
bunch of keys moved back and forth before 
the farther window can be seen through the 
brick as plainly as if the brick were not 
there. Type print can be read through sub- 
stances of similar thickness and solidity. 
THE TRIBUNE correspondent looked through 
his hand and it was just as though he had 
no hand in the way. Aside from the funny 
feeling produced by looking at your hand 
and seeing nothing but a hole there is no 
sensation.“ 

Laying aside his paper he directed his 
daughter to send invitations to a number of 
his friends, and the result was a gathering of 
a score or more in the parlors of his home on 
last Wednesday evening to witness a dem- 
onstration of the new theory. Upon a table 
in the middle of the room stood the appa- 
ratus for the application of the new force— 
a machine which the scientist had given 
the name. *‘ clairoscope.”’ It certainly was 
not a complicated affair, the description of 
the Hart device fitting it perfectly. 

Standing by the table, the inventor gave 
a brief history of the experiments leading 
up to the discovery—a recital so filled with 
technical: phraseology as to:be quite beyond 
the comprehension of all but electrical ex- 
perts. His concluding statement, however, 
was quite simple: My researches led up to 
this conclusion: That by applying to opaque 
objects an alternating current of low po- 
tentiality, varying the intensity of the cur- 
rent in proportion to the density of the mat- 
ter to be acted upon, the object would lose 
its opacity and become absolutely trans- 
parent. Here, for instance, is a brick. See, 
I place it in the center of the machine, at- 
tach to it the electrodes from the terminal 
coils, press this telegraph key, and the re- 
sult is accomplished.” 

Half a dozen of his friends peeped through 
the glass opening at one end of the box, and 
sure enough there was no obstruction to a 
clear view out of the opposite end, before 
which a bunch of keys were dangled by the 
exhibiter. The line of sight was through the 
center of the brick, and the sensation of see- 
ing nothing where there was a solid sub- 
Stance was rather peculiar. After various 
experiments with other materials, including 
— hands of the visitors, the discoverer 
said:

“I’ve got a good thing here, but I don’t 
want to keep it to myself. I want each of 
you to develop into a Roentgen and will give 
you the secret of my discovery so you may 
be able to apply it yourself.’’ 

Then he unscrewed one side of the machine 
and removed it, and this is what we saw:

It is very simple,“ he said with a smile. 
* You see the electrical arrangements have 
absolutely nothing to do with it. That was 
an innocent bit of deception. You peep in 
at one end and instead of looking straight 
across to the other side as you think you do, 
the rays of light which enter on the opposite 
side of the box are reflected by the mirrors 
which I have placed at just the proper angle, 
and reach the eye with the same effect as if 
they had come direct: I fancy the Michigam 
traveling man has hit upon the same idea, 
which I remember to have seen when quite 
a lad, but maybe his is something else. At 
any rate he asks $50,000 for his invention, 
while I give mine for nothing.“

BOOM IS ON IN WHEAT. 


JULY BUTURE NEARLY SEVEN CENTS 
WIGHER THAN ON TUESDAY. 


— 


Kansas Report the Motive for Contin- 
uing the Advance—Pit Traders Are 
Almost Unanimous in Their Bullish- 
ness—People Who Have Been Per- 
sistent Bears Now Under the Mar- 
ket—Coarse Grain and Provisions 
Barely Held by Wheat. 

Wheat was a bull market yesterday of 
the most pronounced character with Linn, 
Cudahy, ard, in fact, nearly all of the people 
who have been identified with the bear side 
of wheat for months under prices. The curb 
sentiment in the morning was bullish and 
first trades on the regular market showed 
an advance of %@1%e. At times during the 
day the market looked weak on account of 
the absence of a general outside trade, but 
reactions were unimportant and the ad- 
vance was only checked at Ce for July, 2%c 
over the close of the previous day and dhe 
over the low prite of the week and on the 
crop. The close was within c of the top 
figure of the day. An immediate motive 
for the bulge was found in the Kansas State 
report. The head of the Kansas department 
intimated that the report would not be out 
until some time this week, but what pur- 
ported to be official figures were published at 
Kansas City. The average of the State for 
winter wheat is placed at 69, as against 97 
a month ago. This is taken as a basis for 
expectation of a crop of 35,000,000 to 37,000,- 
000 bushels. There were many private re- 
perts of damage in Kansas, one dispatch 
from Saline telling of the destruction of 
thousands of acres of ripening -wheat in 
Central Kansas. Outside non-professional 
trade increased to some extent in volume, 
but was by no means the feature. 

Local Professionals Press the Advance. 

It is admitted everywhere that the people 
who have been bearish! all the way down 
have been the most successful so far on the 
turn. The buying was general, with the 
advance being pressed by Cudahy, Linn, 
Brosseau, and their following. Clearings 
for the week were enough larger than for 
the previous week or the corresponding 
week last year to have some effect; while 
Argentine shipments for the week were 
only 224,000 bu, against 928,000 bu the same 
week in 1895. Cables were all materially 
higher, with the weather in the Argentine 
reported as unfavorable, and the prospects 


of the rye crop in France, Russia, and En- | 


gland are said to be poor. Liverpool closed 
with spot wheat hd higher and futures up 
* 1d. Paris was 30 centimes higher for 
nearby deliveries, and Berlin and Antwerp 
both showed sharp advances. The high 
temperatures indicated by the weather map 
were bullish in their effect. Receipts at 
Duluth and Minneapolis were 477 cars, 
against 213 the same day last year. Re- 
ceipts for the week were 3,236 cars, against 
2,184 cars the previous week and 1,609 the 
same week last season. Clearances yester- 
day were fair at the equivalent of 307,000 
bu in wheat and flour, against primary re- 
ceipts of 463,000 bu, To offset the big spring 
wheat receipts were dispatches stating that 
the flour sales are the largest in months, if 
not in years,.and esimating two day’s busi- 
ness at the equivafent of a million bushels. 
Minneapolis is not expected to show any 
change in stocks tomorrow, but Duluth will 
decrease 100,000 bu. It is estimated that the 
visible supply decrease will be 1,500,000 to 
1,750,000 bu. There were no local engage- 
ments of cash wheat. 


Coarse Grains Inherently Weak. 

It was generally conceded that the 
strength of wheat was all that kept the 
coarse grain markets up to the level of the 
previous day. When wheat bulged over 2c 
corn and oats gained only Ke. The temper 
of professionals is decidedly bearish. Crop 
advices at hand told of conditions during 
the last week which are almost perfect for 
coarsé grains. The Kansas State report 
placed the condition of corn at 90 and oats 
at 83.5. The corn market opened with the 
feeling weak, but on the advance in wheat 
Chandler and the Barretts came in and 
bought corn, and scattered shorts yielded 
support. The market closed nc higher. 
Receipts were 508 cars, and 475 cars are 
expected on Monday. The out-inspection 
was the heaviest in several days at 366,500 
bu, and exports were liberal at 290,000 bu. 
Argentine shipments for the week were 
placed at 568,000 bu. Local receipts were 
280,359 bu; shipments, 280,135 bu. Primary 
point arrivals for the week were 3,188,000 
bu, compared with 2,193,000 bu the previous 
week and 2,810,000 bu the corresponding 
week a year ago. Charters were made for 
78,000 bu. The cash market was steady to 
firm. 

Receipts of oats were 89 cars more than 
expected at 439 cars. Bullish considerations 
outside of the action of wheat were difficult 
to discover, but the market held very steady. 
The range of prices was within Ke. The 
close showed a net gain of Kc, and the tone 
was quite strong. Charters were made for 
80,000 bu. The cash market was steady to 
firm, and at the close e advance was 
shown.

Smallest Day’s Trading in Months on 
the Chicago Stock Exchange. 


Seventeen hundred and thirty-five shares of 
stock were traded in yesterday on the Chicago 
Stock, Exchange. This is the smallest day's trad- 
ing the exchange has known in months, and com- 
pares rather unfavorably with the sales of 28,000 
shares made in a single day during the month of 
May. Diamond Match showed the largest num- 
ber of sales, more than half in fact of all made 
during the day.

It was concluded by members of 
the Board of Directors that this would be a favor- 
able time to carry into effect the scheme of fund- 
ing all outstanding obligations under a single 
mortgage. This was the result of many con- 
ferences and of having received -assurances of 
being able to place the new bond issue at par on 
a & per cent basis. 

The Edison company now has outstanding first 
mortgage bonds to the amount of $130,300, bear- 
ing © per cent, and $125,000 first mortgage 6 per 
cent bonds of the Chicago Warehouse and Man- 
ufacturing . Money for extensio and 
improvements has n obtained mainly throush 
the issuing of debenture bonds. There 

now outstanding $2,195,000 of 6 
per cent debenture bonds of the Chicago 
Edison company. There are outstanding $53,000 
of 6 per cent notes issued in connection with the 
purchase of the Chicago Are Light and Power 
company and $260, of Chicago Sectional Un- 
dergroupd bonds. The interest of these is guar- 
anteed, but not the principal. A floating debt 
of $304,426 is shown in the annual statement of 
the company. All of these obligations will be 
cleaned up yey the issue of the new bonds, 
of which $3,500,000 are expected to be put out 
during the present year. 

The company eontemplates extensions to its un- 
derground system of wires and alterations in its 
Market street power station, with improvements 
in other stations, which will involve an expend- 
iture of $750,000. In all fifty miles of new mains 
will be laid, reaching territory which is not now 
included in the company’s network of wires. 

The Northwestern Elevated railroad is again 
under constrection. The delay after the settling 
of the strike difficulty was due to the failure to 
get material in time. Several carloads of iron 
were received, and in unloading it that needed 
first was put on the ground and covered with ma- 
terial needed later. he result was that all of the 
material had to be moved before that needed for 
immediate use could be reached. Mr. Louderback 
says he anticipates no further delays in the 
building of the line. Work will begin shortly on 
the strengthening of the Wells street bridge to 
enable it to safely carry the trains of the North- 
western L.“ This bridge was built by Charles 
T. Yerkes as a part of the-contract under which he 
secured control of the La Salle street tunnel. It 
will be double-decked in a manner similar to that 
of the bridge on Lake street, and the elevated 
trains will be run above the roadway. 

Now that the stockholders of the Columbia Con- 
struction company have practically completed 
their subscription for stock of the Lake Street 
Elevated it will be only a question of a month 
before the certificates to be issued by the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank as trustee will be on the 
market. John J. Mitchell announces he will make 
no distinction between the stock and ‘the certifi- 
cates so far as receiving them as collateral for 
loans is concerned. They are to be called ‘* cer- 
tificates of equitable owfiership in the Lake Street 
Flevated railroad.“ 

The Ogden Gas company ts to begin putting up 
its main plant within the next two weeks. The 
ground has been cleared, docks have been built. 
and railread tracks laid into the grounds. The 
plant as now planned will be capable of producing 
2.000, 000 cubic feet of gas a day, This plant can 
be increased in size from time td time as the de- 
mand for the product increases. Fifty miles of 
mains will be laid during the summer, all in the 
territory north of Division street. The company 
will sell gas for 90c a thousand, as compared with 
$1.15 as now charged by existing companies. 

The clearings for Chicago as prepared by W. D. 
C. Street, manager of the Chicago Clearing-House, 
makes the comparisons for the week ending Sat- 
urday. Taking bis statement for the week end- 
ing yesterday and comparing it with the figures 
for the corresponding week of last year, there is 
shown an increase for the present year. The fig- 
ures as sent out by the commercial agencies make a 
much worse showing. They show a falling off of 
more than 11 per cent. The reason for the differ- 
ence lies in the fact of the two sets of figures being 
based on different weeks, The week as figured by 
the commercial agencies is from Friday to Friday, 
and there was a holiday in last week. There was 
a holiday in the corresponding week of last year, 
so the comparative figures are correct.

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HAS A SMOOTH SCHEME. 


OF WOULD-BE SPECULATORS, 


He Sends Out a Letter Stating That He 
Is Not a Broker but Has a Chance to 
Secure Inside Information on Cer- 
tain Lines—But He Adds a Post- 
script Telling of a Chance to Make 
a Small Investment and Overbaits 
His Hook. 


Volumes have been written about the ab- 
normal desire of the people who follow horse 
races for tips, and the ends to which they 
will go to secure them. Human nature 
seems to be about the same everywhere, 
howeyer, and speculators in the stock or 
grain markets are nearly as anxious about 
alleged advance information, Speculators 
are omnivorous readers of gossip and opin- 
ions regarding the course of prices. All 
sorts of crop reporting, news and gossip bu- 
reaus are kept in operation, and no commis- 
sion man thinks he is doing his duty by his 
customers unless he sends. them a mass of 
routine information and misinformation in 
the form of a daily or weekly market letter. 
Expert crop reporters who travel around the 
country and look at wheat and corn from 
car windows have their following of sub- 
scribers who trade on the information sent 
them, and more often lose than win. 

A bright young man connected with a eon- 
cern that operates under the style “ Bank- 
ers,“ but which has attracted the attention 
of the people who are prosecuting the cru- 
sade against bucket shopping, has evolved 
a scheme to turn the desire of the specula- 
tor for advance and confidential inform- 
ation to his own financial advantage. His 
circular letter sent out is a gem in its way, 
and is entirely self-explanatory. In the 
opening paragraphs he attempts to surround 
the matter with an air of mystery and give 
the proposed correspondence a clandestine 
note pen He explains his position as fol- 
ows: 


Offers Inside Information. 


„Through an acquaintance of yours to 
whom I am furnishing information regard- 
ing stocks, grain, provisions, ete., I learn 
your name. I therefore take the liberty in 
writing you in hopes that I may add your 
name as one of my subscribers. I am con- 
nected with this house as confidential clerk; 
and everything regarding deals in stocks, 
grain, etc., passes through my hands, hence 
I am in a position to acquire knowledge of 
what the shrewdest speculators and finan- 
ciers are doing on any of the great ex- 
changes. We are represented on these ex- 
changes by men of experience, who make a 
careful. study of these matters and whose 
knowledge of everything pertaining to specu- 
Pty investments, etc., is beyond ques- 
tion.“ 

The man who receives this and reads down 
so far may wonder why this kindness and 
consideration. The reason becomes very 
apparent in the next paragraph. 

My object then is to furnish a few 
clients, for a consideration, with a daily let- 
ter of information on all points regarding 
speculation in stocks, grain, etc. To inform 
themselves at once, whether by mail or tele- 
graph, regarding anything that occurs 
which will cause a fluctuation in value and 
give them time to act at once. I am doing 
this unknown to my employers, and to those 
only who will consider our dealings strictly 
confidential will I deal with regarding this 
matter. You may wire me any time regard- 
ing any particular investment in grain, 
stocks, etc., and I will give the same my im- 
mediate attention, Telegrams at your ex- 
pense. My regular charge per month Is $25. 
In order to give you a test of my reliability 
IL. will make the first month a trial month 
and charge you 5815 only.” 


Adds a Remarkable Postscript. 


Here is the proposition in detail, but the 
writer of the letter does not wish to patient- 
ly wait until it brings in the man who fs in 
need of separation from his money in the 
natural order of things. He sends a post- 
script which is even more of a gem than the 
body of the letter: 

P. S.—As I am no broker it is entirely out 
of my line to take or execute orders. I 
never solicit the same. On rare occasions 
only do I propose a deal to any of my clients. 
When I do know that a good investment can 
be made, through my learning something 
that is considered a certainty, then only do 
I propose to my subseribers to make an m- 
vestment through me directly. As I am 
writing this letter such an opportunity pre- 
sents itself, and as the time to make a deal 
is short, thereby preventing you to deal with 
your broker, I am giving you the same op- 
portunity as I am giving my regular sub- 
scribers, at the same time to give you an 
opportunity of testing the reliability of my 
future information. Should you desire to 


house, who has just received a letter from 
one of the officials and: stockholders of a 
certain railroad, that through a reorganiza- 
tion and other causes the stock of said road 
will fluctuate—directly after the meeting of 
the stockholders—anywhere from three to 
ten points. This meeting is to be held on 
the ——, so in order to profit through this in- 
formation there is no time to delay. I am 
proposing to my subscribers an investment 
of $10 to $50 on this deal, so if you desire 
I will make the same to you. As to my 
honesty and integrity in this and all other 
matters I refer you to this house, but don’t 
mention this deal. In case your money does 
not arrive in time to make deal I will wire 
you at once and return same to you by first 
mail. I do not solicit, but simply propose 
this deal. If you do not wish to invest do 
not mention this deal to others.“ 

This circular letter found its way from an 
Iowa town. It was evidently framed on the 
supposition that the people addressed are 
knaves or fools or both. If there is any one 
who fails to see through it he will do well to 
keep away from the Board of Trade or 
Stock Exchange for fear he has his clothes 
taken away from him. The date of the sup- 
posed stockholders’ meeting is left blank, 
it will be noticed, presumably to be filled out 
at any time the circular is sent out, The 
theory of the confidential character of the 
writer is cleverly conceived, but the execu- 
tion is awkward. The idea of referring for 
a character to the head of the concern 
whom he is grossly wronging is a little too 
broad. In fact, the hook was overbaited 
and the circular writer has overplayed,

General Manager McDoel of. the Monon 
route tells a story of a queer little strip of 
track which would form a good companion 
piece for the Indiana road which Tue TRIB- 
UNE described the other day as running, or 
rather meandering, “from a haystack to 
Terre Haute.“ The railroad referred to is 
located in North Carolina. It is now a part 
of the new Southern system, but was for- 
merly known as the Western North Carolina 
Division of the Richmond and Danville. One 
terminus is at Asheville, N. C., and the other 
at a place called Murphy. 

It may have been improved since, but at 
the time of which I Speak, said Mr. McDoel, 
it consisted of but little more than two 
streaks of rust and a right of way.

TICALLY SURROUND THE CITY. 


They Need Not Geo More than 50 to 100 
Miles to Get Satisfactory Sport and 
the Grounds Are Easily and Cheap- 
ly Reached—Opening of the Season 
—Where Trout, Muskellunge, and 
Bass Abound — Gossip of the 


Anglers. 

The spring of 1896 has been one extremely 
puzzling to the good angler folk of Chicago, 
who at that season of the year always keep 
out a weather eye in search of signs favora- 
ble for fishing. The first part of the month of 
May was very warm, and all the sapient ones 
chuckled for joy, for they believed that the 
bass would be early with the spawning and 
would soon be past that interim between the 
spawning season and the feeding season, 
which constitutes the despair of the impa- 
tient. Then came the cold weather of the 
last ten days, just before the opening of the 
angling season in those waters most patron- 
4zed by the Chicago craft, and instead of be- 
ing a pronounced success the first week of 


the Chicago angling year has almost literally | 


met with a frost. The anglers have studied 
well their part and have gone out with every 
preparation made for sport, but the fish have 
not been equally interested in the matter, 
so that they have not played to good busi- 
ness. It is all the fault of the weather de- 
partment, which should know that the date 
of Decoration day, which is the official open- 
ing of the fishing season for the Chicago an- 
lers, should be always marked with fair 
skies and warm westerly winds, instead of 
cold and rain and chilling airs which make 
a sweater a better garment to have along 
than an outing shirt. One does not like to 
wear mittens when out bait casting, and ear- 
muffs do not go with the correct trolling 
costume. 

The season is now open in all the States 
in this immediate region for the taking of 
bass, pickerel, muskellunge, and other de- 
lectable fishes, except for the State of Indi- 
ana, that grand, gloomy, and peculiar Com- 
monwealth where the fish and game laws are 
less observed ‘than in any other State in the 
Union, but which last year passed a law mak- 
ing it unlawful to take from the lakes of the 
State any of the fishes between the dates of 

ril 1 and June 15, except for the purpose 
of stocking other waters. Not many anglers 
know of this law or observe it, but really it is 
a good law, for the fish should be allowed 
full time for the purposes of spawning, upon 
which the future supply depends. Michigan 
has no law preventing h and line fishing 
for bass, pike, muskellunge at any season 
of the year whatever, nor does Illinois debar 
such fishing at any season, except through 
the ice up to March 1. These States should 
have better provisions in their statutes, and 
might well open the ling season, as does

It is in respect to this angling luxury that 
Chicago is exceptionally fortunate. There 
are a thousand lakes and streams within 
easy reach of the city which afford fine bass 
fishing, although in some of these waters 
the fish have become so wary that it takes 
a past master of the art to bring them te 
the basket. The bass is to be found in many 
or most of the lakes scattered over the 
regions crossed by the trout streams of 
Wisconsin and Michigan, and it is native to 
all the muskellunge waters. Then there are 
some great waters where the bass a 
monopoly, such as Gogebic Lake. 

To the south of the trout and’ muskellunge 
system of waters there lie in Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Illinois, and Indiana almost a 
continuous stretch of magnificent bass 
waters. Lower Wisconsin is the most popu- 
lar of these various regions, and it is indeed 
a lovely cOuntry for the angler. Upper IIII- 
nois has a great many lakes well known to 
the bait-casters of the city, but the keepers 
of many of the alleged summer resorts there 
have done all they could to deplete them. 

The laws are rather better enforced in the

Where Bass Abound. 

To the west and northwest of Chicago 
there are several streams which offer fine 
attractions to the angler who is especially 
fond of the small-mouthed bass, the red- 
eyed brother, which is easily the superior 
of the two varieties. The Rock River, be- 
low Lake Koshkonong, is a good bass 
stream, as are many of those rivers flowing 
to the Mississippi, which is indeed the father 
of our bass waters. There is excellent bass 
fishing, even for the fly-caster, in the Missis- 
sippi at and just above La Crosse, Wis. 
Probably the best known stream between 


Chicago and the big river is the Fox, which 


seems to have meandered across Illinois 
with especial regard to the necessities of the 
Chicago angler. At McHenry, Algonquin, 
Elgin, Clintonville, St. Charles, or any of 
several towns lower on the river, one may 
nearly always strike bass fishing, some- 
times of a very fast and furious sort. The 
early minnow fishing is now over, and by 
the end of this month the fly fishing will be 
good along this stream. One cannot kill 
a great basket there, but if he be patient and 
understand his business he can of an even- 
ing often take a dozen of handsome small- 
mouths on the fly, which is the acme of all 
fishing. in the opinion of the expert. All 
of these points lie at a distance of only 
thirty to fifty miles from the city, and the 
trains of various roads run out every day 
at hours varying from 1 to 8 p.m. One can 
thus get out in time for an evening’s fish- 
ing, beside being on the ground for the next 
day’s sport. All the Lower Wisconsin lakes 
above mentioned can also be reached thus 
casily, and at a round trip fare of $3 to #4. 
The Kankakee River is another fine bass 
stream right at the door of Chicago, and at 
points from Momence up to Wilders is-easily 
reached by the evening train service of the 
city. Momence is a much-fished spot, but 
the fly fishermen manage to get fine baskets 
‘there in June and July. Further up stream 
the bait rod is better. Of course, all good 
anglers know that the frog is the best bait 
on earth for the lake fishing on big-mouth 
bass, and in some streams, like the Kanka- 
kee, it is a natural and very killing bait, 
though ordinarily it is not so good for river 
fishing as it is in the lakes where the lily 
pads grow. : 
There are many lakes in the Southern part 
of Michigan, such as Diamond Lake, Paw- 
paw Lake, Spring Lake, etc., which deserve 
a greater clientage from this city than they 
* but for some reason the tide of the 
fishing travel has not turned that way very 
strongly of late, the newer waters of upper 
Wisconsin having taken it. e of these 
lakes were once speared and netted to death, 
but now there is fine fishing in many places 
once quite fished out. These points are not 
quite so easily reached as many of those 
mentioned. Of course, every one, knows 
of the attractions of the points of the upper 
parts of this peninsula, such as Charlevoix, 
Petoskey, Traverse City, but the location of 
these is not such as to place them within 
the category of easy Chicago waters. 
Calumet and Neighboring Waters. 
There still remains another system 
of bass waters near at hand to fhe city, 
ugh not one fully understood by most 
f our fishermen—the rivers and lakes of the 
Calumet region. Of course it is well known 
that the Jews, Huns, and Polanders who 
make up a large lower-class population in 
that vicinity, have netted these waters to 
the verge of destruction, and the German 
carp have about ruined what little fishing 
there was left; but this applies more especial- 
ly to Calumet Lake and those parts of the 
Calumet and Little Calumet Rivers near 
to the lake. If one follows the Calumet 
River in its winding course about the foot 
of Lake Michigan to a point in Indiana 
some sixty miles from the city he will tind 
a different state of fis . Herethe 
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bass, the sunfish, etc. to offer the keen de- 
lights of the gentle craft to the younger 
generation of anglers. 

Chicagoans Who Fish. 


Judge Francis Adams of the Circuit Court 
is a skillful bass fisherman and has usually 
found the lakes of Lower Wisconsin good 
enough for him. He holds the record for 
Eagle Lake, a 6%-pound bass, and on the 
same trip had two others of over five pounds 
to his credit. J. Frank Lawrence of the 
First National Bank is high hook on small- 
mouth bass, with a magnificent specimen of 
over six pounds. Henry Hertz is a devoted 
angler, and usually goes to Pistakee Lake of 
the Fox Lake chain, which is a regular ren- 
dezvous for many City Hall officials, A. 8. 
Trude is an eager and energetic fisherman, 
very fond of excursions into the muskel- 
lunge country, and has attained the dignity 
of having a lake named after him, in which 
lake he took a lunge weighing, if report 
be true, about 500 pounds, whereas forty 
pounds is ordinarly held a very large one. 
A. C. Ely of the Illinois Steel company is a 
trout fisher who would scorn anything but 
the fly. He goes to Lake Superior streams 
for his sport, and has taken in one day six 
trout, each of which weighed over six 
pounds. W. G. Beale, Corporation Counsel, 
is an enthusiast of the red-hot type on an- 
ling matters, as indeed are many of the 
members of the profession of the bar, W. F. 
White, traffic manager of the Santa Fé, is 
a genial and patient angler, very fond of 
trout, for which he sometimes goes to the 
Rocky Mountains, but if he cannot have 
trout will be content with a Kankakee bass 
now and then. W. D. Boyce finds his fishing 
all the way from Michigan to Texas, and 
sometimes makes yachting trips with north- 
ern fishing points as objective. Owen F. 
Aldis of the Old Colony and Marquette Build- 
ings is a man of large views, and nothing but 
tarpon fills his eye completely, though a 
muskellunge is next. George E. Cole, promi- 
nent in municipal reform matters, has been 
the man of all Chicago most act- 
ive and successful in enforcing the 
fish laws along the waters of the 
Fox River system, and many anglers 
owe him more thanks than they know. It 
may not be generally known, but it is the

FAIR SEX WILL “ ROUGH IT” UNDER 
CANVAS THIS SUMMER. ‘ 


More Ratienal Dress, Brought About 
by the Influence of the Bicycle, Now 
Makes It Possible for Woman to

Therefore, having secured comparative 
freedom in dress, woman is anxious to make 
use of it. For the fair sex for many years 
has looked with longing eyes on the joys of 
canvas walls, and bough beds, and camp 
appetite. 

And here it is plain that the bicycle has 
been a friend indeed to woman. or the 
wheel has done more to bring about rational 
dress than all other agencies combined. And 
it has accomplished an astonishing result in 
an astonishingly short time—so much that 
the vexed problem will now work out its own 
solution. 

Now, up to date the restrictgon of dress 
has been the great obstacle to woman’s thor- 
ough enjoyment of camp life. But today a 
sensitive, modest woman can go into the 
woods dressed for comfort without being a 
target for all sorts of criticism, whether 
friendly or malicious. And so, if for no 
other reason, the woman this year will camp. 
The woman who has been a dweller in tents 
before desires no keener summertime joy; 
the freedom of rational dress will but in- 
tensify her pleasure. And now the woman 
who has held back because of convention’s 
trammels in dress will no longer hesitate, 

This year the summer girl will be a camper 


girl. 

Ordinarily the camping fever, which 
smoulders the year round, dogs not break 
out until towards the first of July, but this 
year, the season being more than a month 
earlier than usual, it is already devastating 
entire neighborhoods. The middle of June 
will see thousands under canvas from Fox 
Lake to Lake Superior and from Spring 
Lake to Mackinac. 

Wear a Costume of Canvas. 


So, it being the case that woman will camp 
this year and wear a comfortable costume, 
here are some hints in the matter of dress 
that even the experienced will find of value: 

While a man would give first place to his 
underwear, shoes, stockings, and hat, a 
woman is undoubtedly most concerned about 
the material and style of her outer gar- 
ments when it comes to a costume for camp- 
ing. Fortunately there is a presentable, 
cheap, and serviceable dress that can be 
recommended. It has stood the test of use 
and any woman who has worn it will wear 
it year after year in preference to all others. 
First, the material: Canvas. Why? Be- 
cause it is the one material that does not rub, 
or. pull, or catch, or tear. The color should 
be dead grass —the shade used by hun- 
ters, but it may be any color fancied by the 
wearer. The eight or ten ounce weight is 
practically water-proof and will stand any 
amount of hard usage. 

The skirt may be any length the wearer 
chooses, but generally speaking, the shorter 
the better. It should be close about the 
hips and full at the bottom. 

The jacket, of course, may be fashioned 
to suit your own taste. A sensible and serv- 
iceable shape is much like a man’s double- 
breasted sack coat. It should be roomy 


and you must be able to button it up close at 


the throat. 
Hints as to Dress. 


The shirt waist should be of flannel. A 
sweater is an extremely handy article for 
chilly days, and the canvas coat should be 
large enough to go over it easily. 

No underskirts should be worn. Knicker- 
bockers take their place. They should be of 
cloth, though many will prefer silk. They 
should be cut reasonably full and buckle 
just below the knee. 

Wear warm woolen underwear is ad- 
vice that you will receive from all sides. 
The spirit of this advice is good; the letter 
may be all wrong. Do not wear woolen un- 
derwear unless you habitually wear it in the 
winter. Wear underwear of the material 
and of the warmth you are accustomed to 
for the winter season. It may occasionally 
seem too warm, but it is better to change the 
weight of your outergarments at such times. 
Eight times out of ten you will be glad you 
have it on, for the woods and lakes are cool, 
even in midsummer. 

As to hose, use your good sense. If you 
can wear woolen stockings with comfort, 
they are the best. Heavy cotton will do 
equally well. Or you can wear two pairs— 
silk or ligle thread inside and woolen out- 
side. Bicycle hose, with linen or cotton feet, 
will be found good for rough walking and 
climbing. Canvas leggins are handy if you 
intend to pick berries.

Above all things it must be kept in mind 
that the trip is one for pleasure, not to see 
how many miles it is possible for a woman 
to make over country roads in a given time.

“WAR IN MADAGASCAR.” 


NEW VOLUME BY THE AUTHOR OF 
“WHERE THREE EMPIRES MEET.” 


E. F. Knight Brings Out a Book That 


Because of the Subject, but Is Nev- 
ertheless Quite Interesting and 
Readable—The Missionary Ques- 
tion—Political Situation—Rights of 
French Occupation. N 


Meet,” by Mr. E. F. Knight, I determined 
not to allow any work ot his to pass un- 
noticed. There are very few books ot travel 
in the English language which are so fitted 
for the general public as that fascinating 
story of the Western Himalayas and the 
Hindoo Koosh. There was little attempt to 
make it a scientific work, yet the general re- 
sult was to impart a very definite idea of 
the features of a romantic country. More- 
over, the man who, in crossing passes 12,000 
feet above the sea, where a minimum of 
baggage is allowable, yet takes with him his 
golf clubs to play over the ice slopes and 
erevasses, appeals naturally to every hu- 
morist, as well as to all lovers of sport. In 
the Himalayas, however, he had a country 
of extraordinary fuaterest to deal with. The 
vales of Kashmir have for ages been en- 
veloped in an atmosphere of romance that 
even picnics upon the Jhelum and banjoes 
in Srinagur have been powerless to disperse. 
Madagascar, on the other hand, is a prosaic 
island. There are no snow-capped mountain 
ridges, although the hills are hard to climb. 
There are no mysterious Buddhist monks 
in lonely monasteries, but only savages in 
kraals, and there has been no Mme. Bla- 
vatsky to people the land with Mahatmas 
of her own invention. . And then the hard- 
est thing of all for the reader who was 
charmed by the exciting scenes in the Hunza 
Nagar expedition, and who naturally looks 
forward to a similar enjoyment in follow- 
ing the fortunes of the French in Madagas- 
car, is that the war was a sordid affair from 
beginning to end, and Mr. Knight himself 
was cooped up in the Hova capital, and 
never saw a shot fired until Gen. Duchesne 
was within a few miles of Antananarivo. 
The book is therefore rather disappointing 
from the very nature of the subject matter, 
and it must be confessed also that the hand 
of the newspaper correspondent Is clearly 
to be discerned in its pages. Mr. Knight 
had been sent to represent the leading En- 
glish daily paper, and, finding that he could 
not get to the front, he has to do the best he 
can to make his story interesting enough 
for the public, that wants all the bloodshed 
and the cannon’s roar, and is not very much 
interested in the natives of Madagascar. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Knight has produced a 
book that is distinctly readable, and one 
that will give the public a very clear picture 
of the country which he traversed. There 
are probably many people who do not even 
know that the Hovas are not the native in- 
habitants of Madagascar, but an effete race 
of conquerors. At all events, there are many 
who will be glad to get a definite idea of 
what the French were fighting for and 
what the island is worth to them now. 

Madagascar is some 800 or 900 miles long 
and from 300 to 400 miles broad, yet the 
district over which the Hovas have had a 
real control, the inland plain of Imerina, is 
comparatively small, and it is only this por- 
tion of the island that can at present be said 
to be in the hands of the French. Roughly 
speaking, there is a rich alluvial belt ail 
round the coast of the island: next comes the 
hilly country and forest belt called the 
Alabe, and inside is the great central plain, 
with Imerina as the heart of Madagascar. 
The coast belt is inhabited by savages, with 
a few Hova settlements at the seaports. 
The hilly country is overrun by still more 
savage tribes, over whom the Hovas have no 
control Whatever. The central plain 18 
more or less civilized, and Imerina is entirely 
Hova. So that when the French expedition 
started the infatuated people at the capital 
thought it impossible for any army to over- 
come, first the coast fever, and then the 
difficulties of the forest. They regarded 
their position as impregnable, which, in- 
deed, it should have been with any ordinary 
system of defense. But after reading a few 
pages of Mr. Knight’s book one soon begins 
to realize the hopeless incapacity of the 
native government, which, in an access of 
jealousy and imbecility, banished from 
their councils Col. Shervington and the 
other Europeans who alone could have 
averted disaster. 

Mr. Knight had to land at Fort Dauphin, 
the southernmost port in the island. in order 
to avoid the French officials, who distrusted 
English war correspondents. From there 
he had a journey along the coast and 
through the forest belt up to Antananarivo 
of about 500 miles, a journey which had to 
be accomplished partly on foot and partly 
on a palanquin through savage robber 
tribes practically uncontrolled by weak 
Hova Governors, who are stationed here and 
there in the country. The alluvial belt be- 
tween the coast and the hills is rich and 
beautiful but full of malaria. The Alabe is 
more healthy but difficult to traverse and 
infested with robbers. So that a corre- 
spondent’s lot fs not always an easy nora 
happy one. Even among these savages 
there are missionaries, mostly Norwegians 
who pass a wretched existence in trying to 
instil Christian beliefs into a drink-besotted 
race that is only surpassed in Savagery by 
the aborigines of Australia. One young 
Norwegian, who was living in a miserable 
hut not even raised above the ground in 
native fashion to avoid malaria, told Mr 
Knight that he expected to bring out his 
wife next year to live with him. It seems

a scheme for putting. money into the pockets 
of the patentees. The question of French 
occupation is one which Mr. Knight does not 
enter very fully, because the results of their 
conquest have not yet been realized. The 
main work is yet before them, that of pro- 
ducing order among the savages of the hills 
and of the coast. The central plain of Mad- 
agascar is not rich either in minerals or 
agriculture; the real wealth lies in the allu- 
vial belt already alluded to, and that is still 
in a state of hopeless anarchy. 


Rights of French Occupation. 


One point is interesting in Mr. Knight's 
book when taken in connection with a re- 
cent publication in Paris entitled John 
Bull in Egypt, the Transvaal, and Vene- 
zuela,” and that is the difference in the atti- 
tude of an English writer towards France. 
The English sentiment as expressed by Mr. 
Knight is wholly in sympathy with the 
French in their invasion of Madagascar. 
Any ond who knows the facts of the case is 
aware that a strong European government 
is necessary to make the island fit to live in. 
Whether the French are capable of giving 
it that sort of government is another ques- 
tion for the future to decide. It is worth 
while to remark, however, that as far as 
abstract justice goes the French have pre- 
cisely the same right to occupy Madagascar 
as the English have to annex the Transvaal 
or Egypt. It is the right of a strong civil- 
ization to expand over the world and super- 
sede those races which are backward or 
effete. It is nonsense, therefore, as this 
latest critic of John Bull does, to talk about 
promises of evacuation. No British Gov- 
ernment for the time being has any right to 
bind the action of future governments, and 
all such promises.as were made by Mr. Glad- 
stone and Lord Granville with regard to 
evacuating Egypt are to be taken for what 
they are worth—as expressions, that is, of 
what is intended if circumstances do not 
alter the case. So it is in the Transvaal— 
the Boers. must justify their rule or submit 
to being governed; that is the whole justice 
of the matter. The French have occupied 
Madagascar on precisely these grounds of 
justice, and they ought at least to extend 
the same reasoning to English colonial pol- 
itics. John Bull has at all events proved his 
right to conquest by the success of his rule. 
France has yet to show whether her invas- 
ion of Madagascar will be beneficial ot a

Odd Exercises Designed by Lorenzo 
Dow McKinney, a Rather Re- 
centric Ohiocan. 


Portsmouth, O., June 3.—[(Special Corre- 
spondence.}—Lorenzo Dow McKinney, the 
Scioto County farmer, who is to hear his own 
funeral sermon preached on Sunday, June 
21, has issued printed cards of invi- 
tation for the event and has com- 
pleted arrangements for a regular service 
on that date at the Fallen Timber Church. 

McKinney will be 80 years old on June 
17. He says that he has had this service in 
mind for years, having long ago concluded 
that when a man got to be 80 years old he 
ought to be ready to die, and that a bio- 
graphical sketch made then for a memorial 
sermon would be sufficiently comprehensive 
and near enough complete to answer all prac- 
tical purposes. 

„Besides,“ he says, “I see no use in al- 
lowing the neighbors to have all the fun at 
a man’s funeral. The neighbors get all the 
benefit of the sermon and the man that 
d6ught to be the principal figure might as

well be a stuffed dummy. I am going to 


change that. I shall be there on the front 
seat as chief mourner, the coffin will be 
brought in just as if I was in it, and the 
Rev. Forest Evans will preach my memorial 
sermon. [I selected June 21 because that is 
the first Sunday after my birthday, and 
because it is the longest day in the year. I 
want td get the benefit of a good long ser- 
mon. That is the only funeral I will have, 
for when I die I am to be cremated’at Cin- 
einnati.“ 

McKinney has all his life been noted for 
eccentricity, but this anticipatory style of 
formal leave-taking rather goes beyond any 
of his earlier freaks. He is perfectly seri- 
ous about the matter. He has paid his cre- 
mation fee, purchased the coffin in which he 
is to be incinerated, erected his monument, 
and prepared beside it a small glass-cov- 
ered urn to receive his ashes. He is well- 
to-do, lives on a fine farm near Harrisonville, 
and has been his own housekeeper ever since 
the death of his wife ten years ago. The 
comfortable farmhouse is well kept, too. 

He is widely known in Southern Ohio as a 
Democratic politician and is at present one 
of the Jury Commissioners of his county. 
He was never ill a day in his life, walks as 
erect and with as soldierly a tread as one 
of the Queen’s Guards, and looks good for 
another score of active and useful years, 
which will in all probability be marked by 
the same singular pefformantes that have 
rendered the old man one of the curiosities 
of Scioto County.

ITS MURAL DECORATIONS MARK AN 
EPOCH IN WESTERN ART. 


They Are the Work of Two Chicage 

Artistas, Hardesty G. Maratta and 
Frank C. Peyrand—The Building 
Worthy ef Embellishment—Scheme 
of the’ Paintings Comprehensive— 
Description of the Several Panels— 
Delight to the Eye—The Artists. 

No lesser authority than Prof. Ernest F. 
Fenollosa has said: ‘‘ The mural paintings 
of the Boston Public Library mark clearly 
an epoch in American art.” It may now be 
preAicted with equal truthfulness that the 
wall paintings for the Peoria Public Library 
in this State of Illinois will stand as the 
corresponding epoch-making mark of art 
werk in the West, produced by Western men. 
For. these decorative paintings the produc- 
tion of two Chicago artists, Mr. Hardesty 
G. Maratta and Mr. Frank C. Peyraud, will 
comprise when finished the greatest piece 
of art work yet accomplished west of the 
Alleghany Mountains. 

The newly completed building of the 
Feoria Public Library is a structure well 
suited, both’ in its design and by reason of 
the uses to which it will be put, for embel- 


nd mitive music is the idea symbolized. 
7 — skin-clad, leads his flock, pip- 
ing through the meadows. 

The fourth painting represents more ad- 
vanced music and poetry, the results of 
education. Groups of maidens, with the lyre 
and the scroll, wander happily in the rich 
midsummer time. 

Turning to the opposite wall, the next 
panel symbolizes art and literature, and the 
scene is early autumn. The figures represent 
sculpture at work upon a model, sculpture 
and architecture (symbolized in one figure, 
because inseparable), decorative art, paint- 
ing, and literature; the last two walking 
hand in hand. 

The sixth panel symbolizes culture and 
the first hint of industry. In the foreground 
of the rich autumnal landscape literature 
nourishes her plant with water. In the dis- 
tance a plowman guides his oxen across the 
field. 

The last two panels symbolize industry 
and science. In the seventh agriculture 
cares for the shrubs and bushes, and her 
husbandmen carry the grain to store- 
houses. In the eighth and last the ground 
is bare, the trees are leafless. The male fig- 
ures are felling trees, cutting them into 
timber, d building a home. Genii break 
minerals and extract precious ores. Science, 
an old, white-bearded sire, stands with a 
torch in his hand, and industry, beside him, 
contemplates the results of all the labor. 

The background scheme of the whole 
series is composed of Hlinols River scenery, 
idealized somewhat, yet not beyond recog- 
nition. 

Each panel measures eleven feet high and 
twelve feet wide. The panels are separated

The Decorations. 

The decorations will comprise fourteen 
panels. Three of these, the smallest, are 
simple flat designs in one low tone of color 
to centain tablet inscriptions. All the others 
are genuine wall paintings, large in size and 
big in conception and handling. These may 
be described best in the order in which they 
will be seen by all visitors to the building. 

From the street the library is entered

Delight to the Eye. 


There is a series of wall paintings that 
shall delight you, not alone upon first sight, 
but with each repeated viewing; a glorious 
work which shall discover to you new beau- 
ties every time you look to it, which shall 
lift you from the sordid materialistic world 
into the realm of pure fancies and noble 
achievements. 

The artists have succeeded wonderfully 
Well in the difficult task they set themselves. 
They have produced, not a set of pictures, 
but a series of pure decorations, mural paint- 
ings in the true sense, They have not at- 
tempted to hide the wall upon which these 
paintings will be put. They have succeeded, 
on the contrary, in expressing the value of 
that wall in making it a thing of beauty, an 
esthetic enjoyment in itself. They have 
considered the grammar of beauty,“ the 
affinities and harmonies of proportion, of 
line, of mass, and of color. They have 
obeyed the guiding law of true decorative 
work that the main color masses must be 
coincident wit the main masses of dark 
and light.

This wedding, when known in Paris, will 
create in artistic circles a sensation. 

The announcement of the engagement, 
clesely followed by that of the date of the 
coming ceremony, is now exclusively made 
by THE TRIBUNE, and will please as well as 
surprise the bride-elect’s friends on this side 
of the water. The courtship has been, how- 
ever, a long one, and the story of it is a pretty 
and romantic one. 

Nearly a quarter of a century has elapsed 
since Miss Gardner became acquainted with 
the celebrated French artist. Asa struggling 
American girl, working day and night, she 
first attracted the attention ef Bouguereau.

French wife, and, although she was proud 
of Miss Gardner as a pupil of her son, still, 
for his wife she could not think of an Ameri- 
can girl. 

While Bouguereau’s mother lived Miss 
Gardner would never consent to the mar- 
riage taking place. 

— Bouguereau died recently at the ripe 
old age of 91 years, and now Bouguereau's 
long years of patience and devotion are soon 
to be rewarded. 

Miss Gardner was a close and warm friend 
of Bouguereau’s first wife, and when she 
died Miss Gardner took the daughter to live 
with her, and was for years to her as a 
mother. Besides the daughter, who is now 
married, there is a son in the army, and 
both are delighted with the coming wedding 
of their distinguished father with the wom- 
an they already love as a mother. 

The plans for the wedding, which will 
take plaee in a little chapel near Miss 
Gardner’s studio, which is in Rue Notre 
Dame des Champs, are on a most elaborate 
and brilliant scale. Only the intimate 
friends of the couple will be present, but it 
will be one of the most elegant private wed- 
dings which have ever taken place in Paris. 

The witnesses for Miss Gardner will be 
Edward Tuck, a well-known American, who 
has lived abroad for years, and is also a na- 
tive of Exeter, N. H., Miss Gardner’s birth- 
M. 
Bougueredu’s witnesses will be a noted 
artist and a distinguished sculptor, both of 
whom are old friends. After the ceremony 
Mr. Tuck will give a magnificent wedding 
breakfast at his hotel in honor of the bride. 


Bride and Groom. 


The classical old town of Exeter, N. H., 
feels proud of being the birthplace of this 
celebrated artist, for it was there, in the 
spacious old Gardner mansion, that she was 
born. The house, which was built on the 
generous plans used years ago, has been in 
the possession of the Gardners for years, 
and is now owned and occupied by her 
brother, John E. Gardner, who has fora long 
time been Treasurer of Phillips Exeter Acad- 
emy. 

When Miss Gardner went to Paris, more 
than twenty-five years ago, there was in 
that city no studio where young women 
could draw from life. She then consulted 
the family of Rosa Bonheur, and this first 
interview was the commencement of a 
friendship which has never ceased. At their 
advice she entered the government class of 
drawing and modeling, then under the direc- 
tion of the famous animal sculptor, Barye, 
at the Garden of Plants Later she ap- 
peared to turn her attention. more to the hu- 
man figure. When the now most successful 
Julian studios were opened in Paris Miss 
Gardner was among the first young lady pu- 
pils. Later an evening class was opened in 
the same studio under the direction of Bou- 
guereau. This master was not slow in dis- 
covering promise in the work of his Ameri- 
can pupil; he told her it was time for her to 
leave the class and attempt original work, 
and ever since as teacher and friend he has 
followed with pride and encouragement her 
productions. ‘ 

The first of her contributions to the Salon 
was in 1872, when she sent Cornelia and 
Her Jewels and “ Cinderella.” ‘“ Impu- 
dence,“ her picture of 1887, gained for her 
the Salon medal, which was then for the 
first time granted to an American woman. 

In 1895 she sent to the Salon the now 
famous picture of David the Shepherd,” 
which canvas, perhaps, has won for her 
higher criticism than anything else she has 
ever painted. 

Miss Gardner occupies one of the most 
attractive studios in Paris, the city of beau- 
tiful studios. The four walls are hung with 
four immense tapestries of slightly different 
tones, of which the prevailing is a delicate 
olive green relieved by bits of armor and 
eurios hung here and there. A scent of 
flowers is always in the air, and altogether 
an atmosphere of artistic refinement and in- 
tellectual culture pervades the studio and 
the apartment. 

Passing through a sunny little room made 
gay' by the colors and warbling throats of 
a lot of little birds, one enters a handsome 
parlor hung with pictures of her masters, 
among them a portrait of herself by M. 
Bouguereau, a pencil sketch. 

Personally Miss Gardner is a very attract- 
ive lady, cordial in her manner, entirely 
without affectation, an enthusiastic admirer 
of contemporary artists, sympathetic, and 
to her friends a friend of the rarest .and 
most valued kind. She is a woman of lofty 
and noble character, and of literary as well 
as artistic attainments. During her earlier 
years in Paris she was devoted to the pen 
as well as to the brush. She has preserved 
through all the struggles of her public 
career all that delicate and.charming grace 
which makes a Woman .

Dr. McCosh telle an anecdote of a certain 
professor upon whom he called once and 
whom he overheard saying to his servant, 

Did I not tell you I was not to be inter- 
rupted. and you let in that impudent fellow,”’ 
and he imperiously threatened the man that 
if he ever again did such a deed he would be 
instantly dismissed. This incident had 
an effect upon the charactet of Dr. McCosh, 
for he formed a resolution then and there 
never again to call upon any one unless he 
had business with him. This gives the dec- 
tor an opportunity to say something in favor 
of the much-abused “ interviewer ”’: 

‘I believe our American Interviewers are 
often led astray in this way. I believe that 
our famous men often pose—that is, assume 
attitudes—when waited on by strangers, 
who do not, in consequence, get a correct 
view of their character. I believe I have 
carried my independence too far, and have 
avoided persons who would have treated me 
kindly and have been of use to me.“ 

Dr. McCosh knew Gladstone when he was 
Aa young man. He describes the first time 
he saw. him: 

One day I passed on the road a scholarly- 
looking gentleman, evidently not belonging 
to the district, walking thoughtfully along 
the public road. At the first farmhouse I 
came to I asked who this gentleman could 
be. O,“ they said, that is Sir John Glad- 
stone’s clever son. ” The people of the place 
had already discovered his ability. My fath- 

er-in-law, Dr. Alexander Guthrie, was the 
consulting physician of the family and often 
spent days at Fasque when there was seri- 
ous illness in the family. He described Will- 
iam Gladstone as spending a great part of 
his summer in reading Blue Books and 
marking passages carefully to prepare for 
the parliamentary work of the coming win- 
ter. He was astonished to find Sir John ex- 
plaining his business to his son William 
22 yet a boy, and seeming to take his ad- 
vice.“ 

Sir John Gladstone was reckoned one of 
the shrewdest merchants of Great Britain. 
It was said that when he bought shares in a 
company it went up 5 per cent and that 
when he sold out it went down 10 per cent. 
The story went that he looked sharply after 
both worlds. He would play at cards till 
9 o’clock at night, when he ordered all the 
cards to be put down on their face, then 
summoned the servants to family worship, 
taking care that no one was absent. When 
the worship was over his company took up 
the cards and finished the game, 


Best Work Was as an Educator. 

Dr. McCosh’s most distinguished services 
to philosophy were as an educator, and his 
most distinguished services as an educator 
were given to the College of New Jersey. He 
had passed his 57th year when he estab- 
lished himself at Princeton. 

Says Prof. Sloane: Exceptional in his 
energy and enterprise, he was still vigorous 
in health and young in feeling, eager for wid- 
er fields of influence than any which had so 
far opened to him; blessed with a wife whose 
views of life and duty were as large as his 
own—a true helpmeet, who, with the in- 
domitable energy of her race, and the re- 
finement of her gentle blood, was fitted. to 
further their common interests by her tact 
and her power—he was doubly strong for 
any undertaking, however enormous.” 

What Dr. McCosh did for Princeton is a 
matter of history. The college was more 
dead than alive when he assumed control, 
and he galvanized it into life by the touch 
of his strong hand. Donations flowed into 
its treasury, and the whole character of 
the place was changed, new recitation halls 
and a gymnasium were built, and the under- 
graduates, spurred to enthusiasm by the new 


order of things, took hold with a will, and 


worked for the honor and glory of their 
alma mater. 

1 have often been asked,“ writes Dr. 
MeCosh, How do the American colleges 
stand comparison with the Eur n ones? 
I believe I can answer that question. The 
scholarship of the great body of the students 
is as high in America as in Europe, but they 
rear in Great Britain and in Germany a 
body of ripe scholars to whom we have 
nothing equal in the New World. This led 
me to propose that we should institute fel- 
lowships in Princeton College.” 

While the im- 
provements in education were going on we 
had, Dr. McCosh continues, “to contend 
against degrading college customs, some of 
which have come down from colonial times, 
and were copied from the schools of En- 
gland. There were ‘rakes,’ secretly is- 
sued by the members of one class against 
the members of another.

found that they had the serpent's power of 
prolonged life and that it was difficult to 
kill them. I tried first of all to make the 
class condemn them, and often succeeded, 
but at times we had to exercise discipline 
on the offenders, who were commonly sup- 
ported by a considerable body of students.“ 
As is well known, Dr. McCosh succeeded 
fn putting down these “ degrading college 
customs.” While he was very determined 
and severe when the occasion required de- 
termination or severity, Dr. McCosh was 
also kind and cordial in his relations with 
the students. It would,” he says, be al- 
together a mistake for any one to suppose 
that the life of a college President is a dull 
or monotonous one. If he has any life if 
himself he will be interested in the whole 
life ‘of the college, and no institution has 


more life than a college. The students feel 


this in the recitation-rooms, in their oon 
rooms, on the campus, and at tHetr games, 
and why should not the President's heart 
beat responsive to theirs?’ 

In his personal intercourse with the stu- 
dents, Dr. McCosh was ably.seconded by
